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FORTY PEOPLE KILLED 


By Explosion and Fire in a 
Hartford Hotel 


One of the Boilers in the Basement 


Said to Eave Burst. 


A. Scene of Horror in Connecticut’s 


Capital City. 


H a r t f o r d ,Conn., Feb. 18.—The m ain por­ 
tion of the P ark C entral Hotel, fa ring on 
H igh and Allyn streets, fell down th is 
m orning, a few m inutes before 6 o’clock, 
burying in the debris a t least 60 people. 
Every window in th e E arl House, right 
across Allyn sweet, was broken, aud the 
walls were sm ashed in m any places. 
The noise of the fall aroused th e whole 
City, and in a very few m inutes a large 
crow d surrounded tho scene. 
It was a 
Bight of horror, and one th a t will never be 
forgotten by tho spectators. Flam es com­ 
pletely enveloped th e ruins, and the shrieks 
of the wounded and dying rose high above 
th e hoarse shouts of the firem en and tho 
noise of the engines, which had been sum ­ 
m oned by an alarm sent in from th e de­ 
partm ent. 
It is the most horrible catastrophe th a t 
has over been Known in H artford, and when 
th e list of dead and w ounded is com pleted 
it will be found to be a horror equal to anv 
th a t bas taken place w ithin tho iast half 
century. 
The loss of life is believed not to be less 
th an 6o. but it cannot bo definitely stated, 
as the night clerk. Mr. Terry, is am ong the 
missing, and his books are destroyed. 
The catastrophe is generally supposed to 
have been caused by an explosion of the 
boiler, although some doubt has been ex­ 
pressed on this point, as the building had 
been popularly supposed to bo unsafe. It 
was built on "m ade” ground. 
The street departm ent and th e railroads 
Jiave furnished their forces ot laborers w ith 
jacks, etc., and th e w ork of searching for 
bodies is now going forw ard in a system atic 
m anner. 
At lo o’clock the "m ilitary call” was 
sounded on the fire bell, calling out the 
m ilitary com panies to assist in preserving 
order in the work of rescue. 
Am ong those buried in th e ruins w ere 
Landlord K etchum aud fam ily, Rev, Dr. 
Perrin, 
secretary of the Congregational 
T ract Society, and well know nin com m er­ 
cial and social circles in H artford and Bos­ 
ton. 
The work of rescue was carried on am id 
th e greatest difficulty, and a t a late hour 
I,ana'ord K etchum and his wife were taken 
out alive. F ifty persons are said to have 
been lost. 


RING-GIRDLED SATURN. 


I ts B eauty S u rp asses th a t of a Rainbow 
—In th a t L ittle S tar There is a Solar 
System in a S olar System . 
Have you played a t m arbles? W ould you 
have the m em ory of th a t boyish sport re­ 
vived? Then turn your eyes eastw ard these 
February nights. T here you will see w ith 
tho ascending constellation Leo, S aturn 
form ing the old square ring at which we 
plum ped in our green and salad davs. The 
star th a t stands for th e "m iddle m an” has 
been plum ped down, but not out. 
The 
highest star in th e corner, a little displaced, 
is Haturn. 
At his left 
shines refulgent 
th a t bright particular star. Regulus. 
The 
sign Loo is otherw ise know n as the sickle. 
of which Regulus forms tho handle. 
W hat a blessing it is th a t th e stars were 
D arne l ween the world was young. If tnis 
w-'ie left to us m oderns, I am afraid our 
stars would well n ch bo blotted out w ith 
Unsightly names. T h e ring-girdled planet 
was nam ed from th e ancient and cruel god 
pl tim e who devoured his children. In the 
far-away distant tim es Haturn, being then 
the farthest out know n planet and m oving 
Dn so steadily solemn in his path of gloom. 
tho Chaldeans first, later th e E gyptians 
worshipped him ; worshipped because they 
feared him 
The seventh day of th e week 
they nam ed Saturday. S atu rn ’s day, and 
rested on it, because they considered it an 
unlucky day lo begin any enterprise on. 
Professor Proctor thought th a t th e Jew s 
commenced its observance iu Egypt, and 
th a t Moses from th e hardnessof their hearts 
allowed them to retain i t 
In astrology Saturn was considered the 
m ost m alignant of all th e planets. Burton 
in his "Anatomy of M elancholy” says; "If 
S aturn be predom inant in any m an ’s na­ 
tivity. he shall be very austere, sullen, 
churlish, black of color. . . . F ull of 
cares, m iseries and discontents; sad and 
fearful; always silent ana solitary.” Our 
word saturnine is derived from this idea of 
th e evil power of Saturn. Saturn being 
now in the sign Leo, according to Chaucer, 
we should expect perilous times. 
••My dew donghUr, Venn#,” quod Sftturne, 
‘Aly com s Hint la th so wide for to tom e, 
H ath more power than wot any m an.” 


“ I do veng ean ce sad plan correction 
While I dwell In th? Leon.” 
Saturn is the sixth planet from th e sun, 
and 16.880,000.000,ODO of m iles distant from 
it. W ith stately step it moves around this 
im m ense circular path in 29 Va years. To 
th e eye it appears as * star hardly so bright 
as Mars, th at may now be seen in the west­ 
ern sk y : to the eye of science it is by far the 
m ost interesting planet in the s lar system. 
W hen Galileo first turned the telescope on 
it. he saw it triform . Looking at it some 
years later and seeing it as a globe, he ex­ 
claim ed: "Does S aturn indeed devour his 
children?” Its doubtful shape so perplexed 
him th a t he never looked at it again. It 
was loft for Huyghons to discover th at 
b atu ru ’s seem ing triform aspect w as in re­ 
ality tw o clearly defined nags. 
L ater discoveries established a third ring 
of brownish purple. Through this "crape 
veil. as it was called, the globular outlines 
of tho planet itself could be seen. The 
outer ring was found to be 10.000 m iles in 
breadth. The nex t ring was 17,600 and the 
inner dark r ng was 86,000. 
T heir th ick ­ 
ness was estim ated at I OO mile*. M arvel of 
m arvels! w hat could these rings be? M ath­ 
em atical old M apertuis thought the planet 
Dad whisked oft a com et’s tad and w ra ped 
him self in it. M aira and Buffon thought it 
was m atter dung out from Saturn by either 
centrifugal or volcanic action: Laplace th a t 
it was a system of rings. 
J n tho m eantim e club t attending satellites 
Dad been discovered. The outer one. half 
the si/.e of the planet Mars, sw ept a circle 
whose diam eter was 4.400,000 miles. And 
now in th at little spe k of a star we hat e a 
m iniature solar system -n o , a vast solar 
system . 
Saturn, 
the 
central, 
w ith 
a 
diam eter of 78,000 m iles, has 70 > tim es 
the volum e 
of 
our 
earth, 
w hile 
his 
rings 
spanning 
87.000 
more 
miles, 
sweep over a circuit 
of 
10.000 m iles 
around 
th is, ring-girdled 
globe. 
This 
w ierdly beautiful sun. eight planets, each 
a perfect orb of beauty, circling sweep. 
And Saturn him self, no longer saturnine, 
no longer the child devouring god of gloom 
w ith his fam ily of worlds, m arches on and 
around in his appointed orbit. The theory 
th a t obtains am ong astronom ers is th a t 
S aturn is uninhabited aud uninhabitable 
for the reason its rings would eclipse some 
parts of it for eight yi ars a t a t me. and th at 
the sun is too far away to luruish adequate 
lig h t or heat. 
Professor Proctor’s theory is th a t it exists 
as a sun for the behoof of its planets, which 
are probably inhabited. If this be true an 
Encaladian standing on the little orb En- 
caladus would see a rare and gorgeous sight 
as he looks on the rising and setting of his 
belted sun. The hues of ttiese wonderful 
rings, looking full-faced upon ldm . not daz­ 
zling by the lierceness of their light, but 
entrancing by their brilliant and soft purity, 
of which an English w riter says he can 
form no idea unless we were to dip our pen­ 
cil in the tints of the rainbow.

In order to ascertain th e influence of 
tig h t clothing upon the action of the boart 
during exercise, a dozen young wom en con­ 
sented this sum m er to run 540 yards in 
th eir loose gym nasium garm ents and then 
to run the sam e distance 
w ith corsets 
on. 
Ih e running tim e was two m inutes 
and thirty secon s for each person at eat h 
trial, ana, in order th at there should tie 
no cardiac excitem ent or depre sion follow­ 
ing the first test th e second trial was m ade 
th e following day. 
Be ore beginning tho 
running the average heart im pulse was 84 
heats to the m inute; a ter running the 
above-nam ed distance the heart .inpulse 
was 152 eats to th e m inute; the average 
natural waist girth being 26 inches. The 
n ex t day corsets were worn during the i 
exercise and th e averag 
girth of waist 
was reduced 
to 2 4 in tics. 
Tho sam e 
distance was run in the sam e tim e by 
all. and im m ediately afterw ard the average 
heart im pulse was found lo be 168 boats per 
m inute. 
W hen I state th at I should feel 
myself justified in advising an athlete not 


to enter a running or rowing race whoso 
heart im pulse was ICO heats per m inute 
after a little exercise, even though there 
were not the slightest evidence of disease, 
one can form some idea of the wear and 
tear on this im portant organ, and the p lr Bi­ 
ological loss entailed upon the system in 
women who force it to labor for over half 
their lives under such a disadvantage us 
the tig h t corset imposes.

Am erica under one head. 
W hen Mr. Powderly was asked as to w hat 
the m eeting m eant, he replied th a t it ex­ 
plained itself. It was sim ply an effort to 
join in one union all the trade organiza­ 
tions of th e country. W hat the result would 
be

He believed th a t it would finally come

be to m ake one great organization. Then 
he thought there would be no divided effort 
to secure the rights of workingm en.

Mr, Powderly said th at he believed th at 
the address which would bo issued to the 
various labor organizations of th e country 
would m eet w ith their approval. At all 
events they would have an opportunity to 
vote upon it. and th a t was one step tow ard 
w hat was needed.

The P arnell Commission and 
the Letters, 


Mr. Beanies, solicitor for th e Times, testi­ 
fied before the Parnell 
com m ission on 
W ednesday th at he visited Dublin in May, 
1888. in quest of evidence. At ti e office of 
Dr. A lexander Murphy, crown solicitor for 
K erry, he had an interview w ith a person 
who was introduced to him as a form er 
em ploye in the office of the league, and 
who produced a slip 
bearing 
tho 
sig­ 
nature of Miss A nna Parnell, specim ens 
of 
Patrick 
E gan's 
handw riting, 
and 
a 
bundle 
of 
docum ents 
which 
the 
witness ’ inspected a t length. He copied 
some of these docum ents and m ade notes of 
o th e rl W itness arranged th a t the docu­ 
m ents should be brought to London, and 
they were brought here on W hit Monday, 
1888, and embodied in an affidavit pro­ 
duced duriug tho trial of O’D onnell’s suit 
against W alter for libel. Mr. Soames said 
he was first consulted regarding alleged 
Parnell letters a t the end of November or 
the beginning of December, 1886. Ile pro­ 
duced five letters, Including the letter a 
lac rim ile of which was printed in the 
fim es. 
Attorney-General 
W ebster 
said 
th at the letters Bad been photographs I. At 
Chief Justice H annen’s request he handed 
the photographs to the bench. 
Mr. P arnell was present a t T hursday’s 
session of the Parnell commission. 
Mr. 
Sonnies, solicitor of tho Times, was further 
crossexam ined. H6 offered in evidence a 
schedule of all the signatures of Mr. Parnell 
th at he 
possessed. 
He said 
th at 
Mr. 
P arnell’s w riting varied considerably, and 
produced a letter in which Mr. Parnell s 
nam e was w ritten in six different ways. 
Presiding Justice H anncn ordered th at the 
letter be photographed. 
Continuing. witness denied th a t lie had 
heard th a t Pigott and the league clerk he in­ 
terview ed in ireland had a grievance against 
Mr. Parnell, Pigott, he said, had m ade a 
statutory declaration th a t {Solicitor Lewis 
had offered him ut OOO it he would swear 
th a t he had forged the letters said to have 
been w ritten by Mr. Parnell. The Tim es 
paia I igott only C40 or £60. The witness 
had Pigott watched, and traced him into 
the com pany of Mr. Labouc ere. He paid 
Houston, secretary of th e Irish Loyal aud 
P atriotic Union, altogether £8000. 
Upon redirect exam ination. Mr. Soames 
said th a t no bargain was m ade w hen tho 
letters were first brought to the Times. 
T heir genuineness was to be tested before 
anv paym ent was m ade. 
Mr. Soames said Pigott told him of inter­ 
views be had with Solicitor Lewis and Mr. 
Labouchere. The bitter gave Pigott several 
£10 notes, 
fine of these notes was for­ 
warded to Ireland, and there redirected 
to London. 
W itness 
produced 
a copy 
of 
the 
letter 
which 
accom panied it 
It 
had 
never 
occurred 
to 
w it­ 
ness to ask Pigott who had acquired the 
letters. N either had he asked Houston. 
Pigott showed wit ness a letter from Solicitor 
Lewis, accusing him (Pigott) of having ad­ 
m itted th a t ho forged the letters, ana his 
rep ly ; whereupon witness required th at the 
statutory declaration be m ade, in which 
Pigott delivered all the com m unications he 
tween him self and Solicitor Lewis. incluN 
mg the offer of a1 OOO by Mr. I ewis. on be­ 
half of Mr. Labouchere, if ho would swear 
th at he had forged the letters. 
Tiiis statem ent caused a sensation in the 
court room. Continuing. Mr. Houmes said 
th a t Pigott did not tell Him of the cones 
poiidenoe he had had w ith Archbishop 
W alsh of D ublin regarding th e letters. He 
had never heard of the correspondence 
until he heard it m entioned in court last 
evening. Besides Mr. In dis, Mr. Soames 
said, the Tim es engaged Messrs, Birch 
and 
E llis as 
experts. 
He 
had never 
promised 
Pigott 
sixpence, 
but 
knew 
th a t 
Pigott 
had 
asked 
Houston 
for 
:6000 on the ground th a t it would be 
impossible 
for him 
to live iu Dublin 
alter giving evidence for the Times, aud 
th a t fie w anted to m ake some provision for 
him self. W itness told him th a t he could 
not listen to such a suggestion, but th at he 
(Pigott) m ight rest satisfied th at the Times 
would never see him ruined through his 
honestly testifying to all he knew. 
Mi. Soames said th at a m an calling him 
self Wilson w rote to him , offering to give 
inform ation. He recognized the w riting as 
th a t of a m an nam ed O’Brien, who was an 
em issary from Egan to Labouchere. Tho 
offer to furnish inioim ation was sim ply 
a 
"plant.” 
After 
th a t 
lie 
baa 
O'Brien 
w atched.

Labou- 
chere’s 
Instance, 
O’Brien 
was

The 
men following O’Brien traced him to La- 
bottcheie’s and Pigott’s houses, and then 
traced Pigott Solicitor Lewis and Mr. Par- 
noll to Labouchere’s reriaence. The witness 
knew O’Brien as a m an who was known in 
America its Robertson. It was "Robertson” 
who deluded D etective Mosier w ith letters 
w hich had since been adm itted to be for­ 
geries. K irby was paid £250 togo to America 
and procure from Sheridan the original P ar­ 
nell letter, a fac sim ile of which was pub­ 
lished in the Times. Mr. H urlburt saw this 
letter.

W ithout th e slight­ 
est w arning tho great m a s of tile* and 
girding form ing the in b re d floor crashed 
to the story below, carrying th a t w ith it, 
and the two together pounded a way lot 
them selves to I lie bottom. 
About 126 workm en have been steadily 
engaged in the building, but today being 
Sunday, less than a dozen w ere on hand. 
Ail were in the basem ent when at 8.30 an 
ominous cracking and crash was t^c-ard. No 
one stooped to inquire into the cause, but 
rustled pellm ell into Hie street.

Mineral substances may be regarded as 
manures when they enter into the regular 
composition oi plants; or as amendments 
and correctives when they imDrove the 
texture of the soil, stimulate the absorbent 
powers of nlants, or neutralise and render 
inert noxious substances. They also act by 
liberating certain nutritious matters which 
are subsequently absorbed into the circulat­ 
ing vessels of vegetables. 
Among the 
mineral substances that may be regarded as 
manures, amendments and correctives are 
the salts of lime and the fixed alkalies. It 
Is known to every scientific agriculturist 
and chemist who has attended to the sub 
ject that certain Baits of lime, potash and 
soda enter into the composition of the 
juices and solid substance of plants, and 
that no soil is high}? fertile that does not 
possess a certain proportion of lime. 
U we observe the districts on which 
wheat crops flourish in the greatest lu xuri­ 
ance, and produce the best gram, we shall 
always find that the soils are charged with 
a suitable proportion of lime, and are gen­ 
erally derived from the impure or argilla­ 
ceous varieties of limestone. The argilla­ 
ceous matter, serving as a retainer of moist- 
uie and manure, acts favorably upon a 
calcareous soil, that would, if composed of 
pure crystalline limestone, fail in the above 
essential qualities. Those who have never 
made any calculations as to the amount of 
calcareous matter contained in. an acre of 
soil will be surprised to learn that the ap­ 
parently insignificant proportion of I per 
cent, amounts in a soil whose specific grav­ 
ity is 1.6 to one pound in th e cubic foot, and 
43,560 pounds to the acre, or 21.78 tons, 
and if we allow the tillage to be only 6 
inches, we shall have no less than IO tons 
890 pounds; an amountof calcareous matter 
that would be considered enorm ous if we 
were required to introduce it into the soil 
At one operation. When lime is annually 
Added in all our comports, and ground 
bones or phosphate rock are spread upon 
the soil, we are constantly augmenting its 
fertility, and in the course of time toe farm 
becomes rich and valuable, 
in some cases 
where calcareous matter may be easily ob­ 
tained. it may be introduced at once, care 
being taken to mix it with a sufficiency of 
composted matters for it to act upon. 
Lime, when used in its caustic state in 
very large quantities, decomposes rapidly 
the organic matters in the soil, and if there 
is not a sufficiency of them for its neutral­ 
isation. the soil is not materially improved. 
Carbonate or air-slaked lime is qpnerally 
preferred for a top dressing, when it is re. 
quired as a corrective, and if there is no 
acidity in the soil it acts only as one of the 
regular earthy ingredients, by improving 
the texture, and furnishing calcareous 
matter.

T he use of th e hotbed for ordinary pur 
poses on th e farm , or in connection w ith 
suburban residence, is m ainly to prepare 
plants in advance of th e planting out when 
good w eather comes. 'I ime was, years ago, 
w hen it w as used to a m uch greater ex tent 
than now for th e actual grow th to m aturity 
of m any crops, as early potatoes, bush-beans, 
lettuce, cucum bers, m elons, and th e like. 
T his is now. w ith glass cheap, and heating by 
hot w ater or steam so sim plified, th a t w hen­ 
ev er such thin g s are attem pted in artificial 
heat, they are m ore usually done in sm all 
green-houses. B ut the old-fashioned framo 
and hotbed, sim ply for providing enough 
p lants for an ordinary fam ily, is so sim ple 
and cheap th a t it will be along day before 
i t goes out of existence. 
The tim e at 
w hich it should be started will depend en 
tirely upon th e region of th e country. 
For 
th is locality, or any sim ilar one, w here it is 
n o t safe to p lan t out anything as hardy as a 
cabbage or lettu ce before April, and a plant 
as tender as tom atoes before th e end of May 
or early in Ju n e , th e end of February will 
be tim e enough to begin. For th e latitude 
of C incinnati or St. Louis th e first of Feb 
ru ary w ill answer. 
lf th e hardy plants are given six weeks 
to grow it w ill about give them tim e to 
>en ground.

ProDagation of Plants by Cuttings. 
F or propagating cu ttin g s I use w ith best 
success a shallow box. four inches deep by 
one and one-halt feet w ide and tw o and one- 
h a 5 f or th ree feet long. T his I fill w ithin an 
iftch of th e top w ith rath er coarse, sharp 
sand. from a Band bar or low place in a h igh­ 
way any k in d ol sand, so it is not from the 
seashore: th e latter being salty will not an ­ 
swer. The cuttings are then to be placed in 
rows nearly touching each other, 
G eranium s should bo set from one and 
one-half to tw o inches deep. according to 
the ab e of tile cuttin g ; roses one inch, ca­ 
m ellias, azalias and all other hard wood cut­ 
tings. about the sam e depth as roses ; coleus, 
acryantbus. luchsia and such as these not 
quite so deep. The Band should be pressed 
closely around the cutting, and kent thor­ 
oughly m o.st by spraying from a very fine 
sprinkler every day. 
Care should be taken in applying w ater 
no* to allow th e spray so heavy as to loosen 
the plants In th e sand. Shade from I b a m . 
to 
p rn. u n til the grow th starts. This rn 
the m onths OI J u n e .u ly and August. In th e 
latitude of th e m iddle States, -will raquure 
for geranium s 8 d a 's fuchs as lo, roses I•>. 
The cuttings m ust be rn a good condition 
and properly tak en Aff th e old plant- 
The 
branch to be used for this purpose should be 
pf new grow th, and sufficiently tender to 
snap w en bent. Thoee which knee or bend 
w itho u t the bark or outside giving way are 
unfit for use. being too hard. and though a 
cutting will root when in th a t condition, 
m uch longer tim e i- required, and th e roots 
throw n out will be w eak and wiry. 
C uttings should always be taken from the 


fuchsias, cuttings ot which should never be 
taken from the hard wood. 
... 
Hard-wood plants, such as roses are dif­ 
ferent, and this test of breaking or sn a rlin g 
th e cutting does not indicate the proper 
condition, although they also will some­ 
tim es root if laken in a soft state, Y et it is 
not so well as if the wood is harder. 
Ill roses the best condition is reached 
when the young shoot, of which the cutting 
is m ade develops the *’ower bud about the 
size of a large pea. If. however, it is desired 
to have the bud for flowering, it is a< well to 
use blind shoots, i. e.. voung shoots who h do 
not flower. Indeed. I have m et w ith better 
success in starting blind shoots from roses 
than from those producing buds. 
Tho cutting may be taken from the old 
stem as above directed, or cut oil a t a oint. 
As soon as the plants becom e well rooted 
they should be potted in light, rich earth in 
sm all pots. 
Good drainage is of vital im portance to 
potted plants. A four-inch pot requires an 
inch of sm all stones, bits of coal or broken 
brick in the bottom . Over th a t a layer of 
moss or dead grass half an inch deep, Fill 
the pot half full of good soil, set the p la n t 
Fill around it until the pot is full w ithin an 
inch of the ton. after being well pressed 
down, w ater thoroughly, set in a shady 
place for a few days.—[C ultivator 


The Farm and Village Garden. 
P u t Maulers Prlre-Taker Onions on your 
list for trial this season, I-andreth’s Golden 
Ball gave m e a good crop from the seed last 
season. 
If you m ust spade your garden use a spad­ 
ing fork w ith four long, broad, straight 
tines, 
This and all other im plem ents 
needed m t he garden should bo bought be­ 
fore work begins 
It is not too Jato to fertilise and protect 
straw berries w ith a coat of well-rotted m a­ 
nure. The freezing and thaw ing and blow­ 
ing of spring do more dam age th an the 
steady cold of w titer. 
It an “open spell of w eather” comes th is 
m onth it will do no harm t<> sow some i ca 
and onion -cod as an experim ent. 
I speak 
for the latitude of Philadelphia and for 
light and porous soil. 
In sowing seeds iii pots and boxes early in 
spring, I m ake tho seed bed level and 
sm ooth, patting it down w ith a bleck of 
wood, an I then sprinkle it well w ith water, 
I nex t sow the *eed aud silt tine loam 
evenly over th e seed, covering to a uniform 
depth, the depth depending on the nature 
of th e seed. 
W hen this is done I Jay glass 
directly on the soil and leave it there until 
th e seed begins to germ inate, 
I would like readers who are looking for a 
new red grape, to plant one vine of the 
W oodrutl Red this spring. 
It has m any 
good points, but its quality is not equal to 
the FIslet Prolific. 
Every job th a t can possibly lie done this 
m onth should be done in order to save valu­ 
able tim e in spring. 
I find K ainit an excellent dressing for as­ 
paragus. 
The soil of the patch where J 
spread it last year seemed to retain its 
m oisture during a dry spell th a t occurred 
during th e cutting sea-, rn. 
Apply at the 
rate of hall a t n to the acre. 
Spread 
broadcast a t once. 
U nm ixed celery sdfed is indeed an un 
m ixed blessing. I had some experience last 
season with the other kind. 
The point of 
tbe above rem ark becomes visible when Hie 
gardener hegims to bank up his celery, ami 
finds the giant and dw arf varieties growing 
side bv side in the sam e row. 
T" grow a few extra early potatoes in the 
garden, take m cdium -si/ea tubers and bury 
them in boxes til led with loam or sphagnum 
moss. leaving the tip of the seed end ex­ 
posed. Set the boxes in a warm light room 
or in a hotbed. W hen the sprouts have 
grown a few inches long. carefully trans­ 
plant into prepared soil, I)o not break the 
sprout from the tuber, but plant all to­ 
gether. 
I have seldom ever m ade lite m istake of 
cutting ortt too many canes of my red rasp­ 
berries. or of cutting those th a t are left 
standing too low down. From three to five 
canes in a hill is enough. 
T he proper 
length to have the canes depends on the 
varieties and the size and vigor of thecanes. 
I leave m y C utbberts from two to three feet 
high. 
it is rarely profitable for tbe average 
farm er or village gardener to go to the 
trouble of m aking a hotbed for raising his 
own plants, hut I know’ from experience 
th at if tb e job is attem pted it should be well 
done. 
Have the fram e well m ade, the 
earth well banked around it. good stable 
m anure and plenty of it, and the sash tig h t 
aud well protected w ith m ats or hay.— 
(Farm Journal. 


How to Have Vegetables Early. 
T he m aking and sowing of hotbeds is a 
m uch sim pler m atter than the subsequent 
care of them . The foundation for success­ 
ful gardening is a good and tim ely 6tock of 
plants. They m ust not be forced too rapid­ 
ly, or th e re-u lt will be a quantity of weak 
plants, ovei grown as to height and deficient 
in stockiness. Such will not m ake as good 
grow th after be mg put in the open ground 
as shorter, stockier plants, and are much 
less hardy than the latter. Consequently 
tbe beds mu^t be w atched as carefully to 
prevent overheating as to prevent freezing. 
A little experience will show w hen the 
beds are too warm. Au excessive am ount 
of steam , the 
plants looking pale and 
w ilted, is 
a certain indl ation of this 
trouble. The rem edy dem anded is an in­ 
fusion of fresh air, which m ust be given 
carefully and in sm all doses. T he sashes 
should bo raised slightly along the south 
edge to prevent the drifting in ot a cold 
north wind, but should not be kept open 
long enough at a tim e to reduce th e tem ­ 
p erature many degrees. 
As the plants 
attain some grow th, the more they can be 
accustom ed to fresli air tile better it will be 
for them , as then tho change when trans­ 
planted to open ground will not be so sud­ 
den. By far the best way of '‘hardening 
oft” plants, however, is lo transplant them 
first into cold fram es, which are protected 
beds having no bottom heat, aud from 
these, on pleasant days, leavo tho cover off 
entirely, and gradually substitute for the 
glass a t night a cover ol prepared piant-bed 
cloth. 
. . . . 
There are not m any vegetables which it 
will ordinarily pay to protect, except in the 
case of professional city gardeners, after 
they are in the open ground. Tomatoes, 
perhaps, will repay the labor and expense 
incurred better than anything else. A sin­ 
gle tom ato vine, under good cuuditions.wlll 
give so largo ay ield of fruit th a t It pays 
better to have a few good early ones than to 
be at the copt of using and cult va.ing an 
am ount of laud needed to produce an ordi­ 
nary late crop. As on illustration, the first 
home-grown potatoes sold in our m arket 
this year were from vines th at had been 
protected after setting out. and they en­ 
joyed a monopoly of tho m arket at 83.20 
per bushel. Tile first th a t were picked from 
unprotected vines sold at just half that. 
W hile hell-glasses and wooden boxes w ith 
g la ^ tops are used by some professional 
gardeners, a wooden box w ith cloth or 
paper cover will answ er every purpose. 
Have the boxes m ade of half-inch lumber, 
about eight inches square and eight to lo 
inch- s in height; the cover, which m ay be 
of brown stout paper, should be draw n 
tig h t over the top and carefully fastened 
down to exclude wind and frost. It will 
also pas m oderately well to protect and 
force slightly cucum ber vines, by placing a 
box som ew hat larger, say I'J inches square 
and six inches deep, and w ith a glass top, 
over the hills as soon as the seed is planted. 
As cucum bers cannot lie planted until late 
at the North, and then m ake a rather slow 
grow th, the dem and bas usually been m et 
and supplied to satiety from the South be­ 
fore ours are ready. 
All gardeners know th at early potatoes 
are very profitable, but it may seem a novel 
suggestion to m any th a t it will pay to start 
them in a hotbed. 
Last spring I had 
m arketable potatoes IO days in advance of 
my earliest ones sown in the ordinary way, 
I took good-sized tubers, cut them to single 
eyes, and put them in a hotbed covered 
only bv plantbed cloth, as I was afra d to 
subject them to too great heat. Every piece 
gave me a healthy plant, and I traps 
planted, not by pulling up the sprout, as 
w ith the sweet potato, but by taking up the 
seed piece with a trowel w ith as little dis­ 
turbance as possible. Tho y.eld was in no 
wav inferior to those planted directly in tbe 
hill. 
E arly cabbage is hardly valuable enough 
in ni >st m arkets to w arrant the expense of 
single covers to protect it. It may. however. 
be stim ulated som ewhat both in size and 
earliness by wateriug. say twice a week 
fm m

soluble 
guano

one of the best for this purpose. 
This is

good to use for

Some seeds, such as 
pease and beets, which will stand a good 
degree of frost, m ay be sprouted in boxes of 
warm earth, and sowed as early as the 
ground will perm it working and a gain be 
m ade of some days in earliness.—[A m i 
culturist. 


How to Crow Strawberries. 
Select a dry spot, som ewhat sheltered 
from the coldest winds. Don’t attem pt to 
p u t the land through a two cr three years* 
course of preparation—but beware of plant­ 
ing in an old sod—for if 3 ou do you’ll never 
have strawberries. P lant this spring! F irst 
apply a good dressing of well-rotted m a­ 
n ure and plough it in when the land will 
work nicely, r 1 arrow level, and pulverize 
fine w ith a plank 
rag. then set the plants 
at once, while tfcfS; xii is damp and fresh. 
P lan t old, tested varieties, and not less 
than three of them, you will be m ore cer­ 
tain to have berries every year. Don’t m ake 
a nasty mess and glue the roots together by 
dipping them into puddled mud. Keep them 
(/ut of sunshine and wind, aud just (lamp 
w ith clean water, ana then you can easily 
spread them out fau-shape as you sel them . 
Set the crown of the plant just even with 
th e surface. Pack tile soil hard about the 
roots, then mellow th a surface with a rake. 
If you can cultivate with a horse have the 
rows three feet apart; if only with a hoe, 
tw o feet apart, tbe plants 12 to 16 inches 
apart. 
JLI you don’t let tb e weeds get larger than 


a mouse’s ear. you’ll have no trouble with 
them. Prompt action with sharp and bright 
tools will do the trick. If grubs get a plant, 
trains runner into the vacant space. Allow 
each plant to set three or four more be­ 
tw een them , and w ithin 6 inches of the row 
on either side, and cut off all others like 
weeds. If th e plants set too thickly they 
sm other each other, and the result will be 
leaves instead of berries. P lants grown en­ 
tirely in hills are m ost liable to be injured 
by frost and drought, ana by destructive in­ 
sects and worms. 
Soon as the ground freezes hard enough 
to bear a horse, cover the patch 2 inches 
deep with prairie hay. clean oat straw, or 
hungarian m illet or buckw heat, cut w hile 
in blossom, or before. P u t m ost between 
the rows, but little over the plants. New 
let them alonelnntil the fruit is ripe. 
Im m ediately after fruiting, mow off the 
tops, harrow or rake off tho coarsest of the 
m ulch, cultivate or spade and thoroughly 
pulverize the n ll betw een the rows. 
Cut 
o ut the old plants (those you nrst set) w ith 
a hoe, leaving tee younger plants 121 to 15 
inches ai a r t Then m anage as you did the 
first year. 
Keen all weeds out. and the 
ground level and mellow. Apply a dressing 
of some good fertilizer about the hrst of 
Septem ber, and harrow or rake it in. 
It 
helps to m ake strong plants, which m eans 
lots of large berries the next year. 
A patch m anaged in th ;s way will yield 
good crops lo years, and the soil will he 
ricdei and cleaner a t the end than a t the 
beginning. 
. 
, , 
If destructive insects become trouble­ 
some. set a new patch some distance away. 
then, when tbe fruit is gathered from the 
old one. loosen the m ulch w ith a harrow, 
and burn it over, then plough and sow to 
m illet. After two years in other crops it 
will do to plant again. 
For m arket, use only nice, clean boxes. 
Pick the fruit when fairly colored. 
Put 
berries of one size in a box. 
Turn stem s 
of top layer down. Keep in a cool place u n ­ 
til m arketed. 
M arket only choice berries. 
Don’t spread yourself over too m uch land. 
A sm all natch on rich soil, w ith good care 
and thorough culture, will yield more large, 
luscious, top price berries, and more clear 
profit, than a whole acre on poor land and 
half tended. Ju st rem em ber this!—[Farm 
Journal. 


Agricultural Nuggets. 
Keep the floor of the poultry-house dry by 
all means. The dry earth stored last tall 
will pow come in play. 
Tile cut hay and corn fodder and the barn 
floor swc pings may be throw n into a rack 
hung against the wall, instead of throwing 
them upon the floor, as com m only advised. 
If the hen deserts the nest for a few hours, 
and allows th e eggs to become chilled, do 
not throw the eggs away. Let them have 
another tr ia l; they will stand exposure for 
a long w hile and yet hatch well. 
Keep wood'ashes out of the henhouse. 
A 
sm all portion may be m ixed w ith the loam 
in the dust-Pox for m edicinal purposes. 
Wood ashes bleach the shanks of fowls, and 
w hen mixed w ith the droppings cause the 
am m onia to escape. 
Boston m arket gardeners generally grow 
onions and celery together. To experienced 
growers in favorable seasons these crops 
aro very profitable, frequently harvesting 
600 to 800 bushels of onions and -too dozon 
of celery, the latter occnp>ing about one- 
seventh of the ground. Tile Boston m arket 
variety of celery is best for keeping. 
The following ingredients will m ake a ton 
of high grace fertilizer: 8 ;4 pounds dis­ 
solved hone-black. 068 poum '- dried blood, 
3.14 pounds m uriate of po .,h and loft 
pounds sulphate of am m onia.

An easy way to test garden and field seeds 
istom oisten a piece of old cloth, nut sam 
pies of seed on it and roll it up tight, and 
k» vp it warm and moist. In a week unroll 
and on will see w hat percent, will grow in 
favorable circum stam es. 
If exactly one 
hundred seeds be put in the roll it will be 
easy to calculate the percentage. 
It takes three and one-half acres to keep a 
cow in New York state, aud she gives 125 
pi ands of butter, on an average. W ith the 
silo one acre will keep a cow. One silo man 
now keeps lo o cows on the same ground chi 
which he form erly kept 25. The old way 
m ust go. Stowell s Exergreen Corn is best 
for silage. Cover w ith tarred priper, w ith 
little or no weighting.

Exam ine the teats of the ewes to see if 
the lam b gets m ilk. 
Tim cream m ust not get frozen nor be 
churned in a chilling tem perature. 
Feed a pint of linseed m eal twice*a day 
w ith the straw , and note grow th. 
But bran and linseed meal in the whey and 
feed three tim es a day. Feed it to th e calves 
and hogs sweet. 
Copperas or tobacco will clear the worm s 
out of the stom ach of a horse. A tablespoon­ 
ful of copperas for two days and then stop 
for two. A handful of tobacco diied and 
m ade into powder and m ixed with the grain. 
Give this for three days and then hold on 
for a few days. For worms in the rectum 
a syringe m ust be used. Bait and w ater is 
good, carbolic acid diluted 5<> tim es in 
water, cr w hat is better Thymo-Cresol. This 
would undoubtedly be a good internal 
rem edy for worms, diluted I to 50 parts of 
water. A tablespoonful of the Thymo-Cresol 
diluted w ith a quart of w ater would m ake a 
good dose as a worm exterm inator. 
Professor Cooke (Vermont) tielieves th a t 
dairym an should not be satisfied w ith 
anything less than 200 pounds of butter per 
cow per year, and th at even th a t is too 
sm all. Don’t have y< ur standard a t less 
than 2 0 0. 
In \ Teim ont there are m any 
dairies containing over 2 0 cows each th a t 
roduce 300 pounds each cow per year. 
I every dairym an in New Ham pshire would 
weigh the m ilk of every cow he owns, both 
m ilkings, for a year, it would be found th a t 
one third of the cows in the State were not 
w orth keeping.

The Great File Invention. 
[Portland Argus.] 
W hen I lived in Chicago, a queer chap in­ 
vented a cheap way to m ake files. A bit of 
hot steel w ent into his machine, and the 
file was m ade at a single blow, aud fell into 
a tank of strong m ineral w ater to cool. 
Then a bare arm ed w orkm an thrust in his 
bund aud felt around and brought it up for 
inspection. Tile files thus m ade were a 
little im perfect, but were good ones, aud he 
explained th a t the m achine was a sm all ex ­ 
perim ental one and could not. of course, 
do perfect work as a large and powerful 
m achine would. Capitalists went around 
aud exam Dec) the m achine, and saw him 
heat the steel in a hand forge and put it in 
the m achine and saw the red-hot rile come 
out and drop into the w ater, and they tried 
the file with their own bauds on iron w hich 
they had brought from home, and found it 
excellent. The only secret was the chem i­ 
cal w ater into which Hid tiles drooped, aud 
which ga%e them edge. 
A company w as; 
formed and m oney was paid in lreely to 
enable the inventor to m ake a set of large 
m achines, and w hen th a t was done he dis­ 
appeared, It was a fraud. He had bought 
good files and defaced them a little, and 
stocked his tan k w ith them .

A. rooms W ednesday to hear Mrs. G reene’s 
lecture in the course on dom estic economy. 
The subject was the cooking of food by 
direct heat, and included a description of 
m ethods of baking, roasting, broiling and 
toasting, 
Mrs. Greene announced before th e lecture 
th a t a class in plain cooking would tie 
form ed as soon as nam es enough had been 
left w ith the teacher, aud a class in fancy 
cooking had been form ed to m eet Friday 
afternoon. She also said that, in response 
to m any inquiries as to where reports of her 
lectu res could 
be found. T h e

D a ily G lo b e had very fu ll rep o rts every 
W ednesday 
afternoon, 
and 
th e 
New 
England F arm er every Saturday. 
We know very little about roasting m eats 
nowadays, as ive have no longer the open 
fires of the olden tim es 
Our m ethods of 
cooking m eats are quite different, ow ing to 
the advent of stoves and ranges. 
Mrs. Greene then read from "Miss Beech­ 
er’s Domestic Receipt Book.” un old-fash­ 
ioned cook book published in 1868, in the 
days when open fires, 
T in K itc h e n * a n d S pit* 
were still in fashion. The author sa id : 
"Be sure you have your spit and tin oven 
very clean and bright, and for this end 
wash them , if possible, before they get cold. 
If they stand pour boiling w ater on to them . 
Have a lire so large as to extend half a 
foot beyond the roaster on each side. W hen 
m eat is thin and tender, have a sm all brisk 
fire. W hen your m eat is large and requires 
long roasting, have 
large 
solid 
wood 
kindled with charcoal aud sm all sticks. 
Set the m eat at first some distance from the 
place where it is to roast, so as to have it; 
heat through gradually, and then m ove it 
up to roast. 
Slow roasting, especially at first, and still 
more large pieces, is very inn ortant. 
(We have progressed in the art of cook­ 
ery since then, ami we know now how to 
keep the juices in the meat.) 
‘ W hen the m eat is nearly done, stir up 
the fire to brown it. The m eat should be 
hasted a good deal, especially the first part 
of the tim e. L et m eat he spitted so as to he 
e uallv balanced. When the meat, isnearly 
done, the steam from it will be draw n 
tow ard the fire. 
"A pale brown is tho proper color for a 
roast,” 
After some com m ents on these old-tim e 
m ethods, Mrs. Greene passed on to a discus­ 
sion of present m ethods of cooking by direct 
beat. 
n a k e d o r R o a s t R e e f . 
The nicest roast of beef for a fam ily is 
from the fore quarter. 
Do not use the 
chuck ribs, up near the neck, but the ribs 
farther along. There are IO ribs in the fore 
quarter, and two of these will be enough 
tor a smaM (am ity (for four persons). Have 
the ribs taken out and the m eat rolled, but 
be sure the butcher gives you the nones, as 
you have paid for them , and should have 
them for the soup-pot. 
Tbe tip of the sirloin is the juiciest piece 
in beef. as when ihe beef is hung up tbe 
juices run down into the tip. 
The back of the rum p is an economical 
piece for a large fam ily, as a iew of the best 
slices may be used for steak and th e rest 
roasted. 
Do not salt beef till it lias been seared in 
the o. en as the juice- will be draw n out. 
In roasting beef, wnich may be taken as a 
sam ple of ail roast meats, let i f first ba 
wiped, 
not washed, and skew ered 
into 
shape. Then place on a rack in the pan 
and dredge w ith flour. Place in a hot oven 
at first, ami when tho flour in the bottom of 
the pan is golden brown put in a little 
water. 
Baste often, at least once in 15 
m inutes, w ith the fat and w ater of the pan. 
Mrs. Greene thought it better to add a 
little w ater so th a t there m ight be a nice 
gravy. The m ethod of cooking w ith w ater 
is preferred because the fat and juice m ay 
otherwise burn in th e pan aud m ake a 
scorched gravy. 
A uthorities differ as to the tim e beef 
should be roasted, giving tim es varying 
from eight to 20 m inutes per pound. I h e 
tim e depends on tile thickness of the piece 
of beef, and w hether w ater is put in the 
pan or not. If w ater is used, the highest 
tem perature which can be gained will be 
2 1 2 ' Fahrenheit, while if no w ater is used 
the tem perature of boiling fat can be at­ 
tained. over 500\ 
For an eight-pound turkey, three or four 
hours of slow cooking is better. 
A lady in th e class said she used the bones 
from a rib roast instead of a rack in roasting 
beef, and Mrs. Greene com m ended this as a 
clever idea. 
W hen the beef is roasted rem ove from the 
Dan. Be sure to let tho w ater cook a w a y at 
the last so as to have a thick brown glaze in 
the pan. Turn out tho gravy, otc., into a 
sm all saucepan, an d jp o u r in cold water 
enough to cool it. 
T hen Hie grease can 
be rem oved very quickly. 
H ave flour and 
w ater mixed to th e consistency of cream 
and thicken the gravy. Rinse out the bak­ 
ing pan with hot w ater and ndd to the 
gravy all the brown glaze. Let it cook a 
few m inutes, strain, and serve hot. 
Duck should be cooked about twice as 
long as most of th e cook books recom m end. 
Forty m inutes is a good rule. 
B r o i l i n g A le u t. 
Cut off the flank piece from a cut of sir­ 
loin steak, as it is tough, and can be used 
to better advantage in hash or beef a la 
mode, or better still in m eat balls. To m ake 
latter, chop the raw m eat, season them with 
salt, pepper, and a bit of onion juice, and 
boil like steak in a greased boiler. 
These are like H am burg steaks. 
From the piece of steak rem aining, trim 
some of Hie fat, cut off the skin,very thinly. 
and with a sm all sharp knife rem ove the 
bone. 
H ie bone is rem oved because it 
m akes the m eat easier to serve, and be ause 
the bone is apt to scorch aud give a bitter 
taste to the gravy. Press the pieces together 
and a good-lookiug niece of m eat may be 
obtained. 
Wipe the steak and broil eight minutes, 
if the slice is au inch thick. 
The tire for broiling should be bright and 
clear, the coals nearly to the top of the fire- 
box. 
T urn frequently, as this, w ith a good fire, 
will secure good results. 
Plan to have the steak served as soon as 
cooked. Don’t let it w ait an instant. 
Have all the dam pers open when steak is 
broiled, to let sm oke go up th e chim ney. 
Meat m ay be broiled in a "blue-hot” fry­ 
pan, if one has not coals for broiling. Sear 
one side, then turn. and so on as in using a 
broiler. This is called pan broiling.

Don’t m elt 
the butter first, as it then undergoes a chem ­ 
ical change and becomes an oil. which is 
very disagreeable to some people, besides 
being indigestible. 
In serving cut across so th a t each person 
gets a bit of the tenderloin, of the sir­ 
loin aud of the fat 
M aitre d ’hotel bu tter is also a very nice 
sauce for steak as for fish. 
A eros-; cut of the rum p is a good cut of 
ste a k : sirloin is the m ost expensive, but is 
the best. 
Porter house steak is the first or choice 
cut of the sirloin. 
In different cities the sam e cuts of m eat 
will have different nam es, and a Bostonian 
would find it difficult to buy m eat in New 
York. 
Veal, pork, chops, etc., should be cooked 
longer than steak. 
Chicken may be broiled over th e fire and 
then set into a hot oven for a few minutes. 
Dry fish, sm all birds and chops are very 
delicate if broiled in buttered paper. Fold 
them into a large sheet of w hite letter pa­ 
per, buttered well and doubled down all 
round the edges to keep in the butter. 
B r o ilin g F ish . 
Fish takes a longer tim e to broil than 
m eat. \Vipe w ith a tow el kept specially for 
the purpose. Season w ith salt and pepper 
on both sides; rub w ith softened butter on 
both sides, and then dredge w ith flour. 
Broil a slice of halibut steak IO minutes. 
M aitre d’hotel butter, good for fish and 
m eats is m ade of Vt cu d butter, Va tea­ 
spoonful salt, Vi saltspoonful pepper, I ta­ 
blespoonful chopped 
parsley 
and I of 
lemon juice. 
As much butter as you can pack solidly, 
heaped up, on a tablespoon is equal to a

The dem onstration lecture, given by Miss 
M aynard at the Boston Cooking School, 
W ednesday evening, 
Feb. 13, included 
baked fish w ith stuffing, escalloped lobster, 
artichokes, b u tter sauce. H ollandaise sauce, 
brown bread pudding and coffee. M any 
valuable suggestions were tffven and the 
lesson was specially profitable and helpful. 
R a k e d F i s h . 
Clean and wipe a four-pound fish. Rub 
w ith salt, stuff and sew. Cut gashes on 
each side of th e fish and put iu narrow 
strips of salt pork. Rub over w ith soft but­ 
ter. Dredge w ith flour. Skewer into shape 
and bake about one hour in a hot oven. 
The fish used was a haddock. .It is m uch 
easier to bake a fish if th e head is n tam ed. 
it ii best to order it sent hom e untouched, 
otherw ise they will frequently cut a gash 
down the back. 
Remove the scales carefully. 
This is 
never done thoroughly at the m a rk e t 
It s 
very unpleasant work, b ut it is nice to know 
how. A fish is the m ost disagreeable thing 
to bandle th at there is. 
Crowd the stuffing down rn the fish and 
sew up a little at a tim e. 
In sewing leave a long thread at th e end 
to m ake it easy to pull it out w hen done, so 
as not to interfere w ith th e carving. 
Any bsh can be baked in this way. H ad­ 
dock was used for this dem onstration, but 
in the sum m er-tim e shad and black bass 
are nice. 
Haddock or cod is so dry th a t it requires 
m u Ii pork. After it is stuffed cut gashes 
in tho sides 8 Mi inches, cut through the 
skin and the flesh and put in tiny strips of 
salt pork and leave a good deal in the pan 
to baste it with. 
These gashes help to m ake tho fish easy 
to carve 
.

It should be cooked on a sholf in a baking 
pan m aking it easier to rem ove from the 
pan when done. .

It should be cooked rn a hot oven and 
bake in three-quarters of an hour, or an 
hour.

In putting it in th e pan skew er it like a 
letter S. A long fish is b etter to skew er than 
a short one. 
S ln ffln *. 
One cup cracker crum bs, H cup m elted 
butter. I saltspoonful salt, I saltspoonful 
pepper. I teaspoonful onopped onion, I tea­ 
spoonful chopped parsley, 
I teaspoonful 
chopped pickles and I teaspoonful chopped 
capers. 
In serving the fish garnish w ith m uch 
parsley entirely covering th e tail and head.

The Hollandaise sauce m ay he poured 
around it or served separately in a bowl.

am ounts to more if served in a bowl. 
Run a knito along the back of th e fish 
and the pieces will come right off on either 
side. The bone is not cut through so it is 
easy for the carver. 
H o l l a n d a i s e S auce. 
Cream half-cup b u tte r; add the yolks of 
two eggs, one saltspoonful salt, a few grains 
of cayenne, tho juice of a lemon and half­ 
cup boiling water. Cook until thick like 
soft custard. 
The bowl m ust be w arm ed before the a t­ 
tem pt is made to cream th e butter. 
O ften it does not m ix a t first, but it will 
come out all riglit and is th e nicest sauce 
to serve w ith baked fish. 
E scallo p ed L obster. 
Remove the m eat from a two-pound lob­ 
ster, cu t into sm all pieces. M elt one-half 
tablespoonful butter, add one tablespoonful 
bour, and pour on slowly one cup hot 
cream ; season w ith one teaspoonful salt, 
one saltspoonful pepper and a few grains of 
cayenne. Add the lobster. Fill the shells 
and cover w ith buttered crum bs. Bake till 
brown.

This should m ake about a pin t of m eat. 
To ascertain in regard to tho freshness of 
the lobster, take hold of th e tail, and it it 
seems to be very elastic, it is fresh. If, 
when it is bent back, it stays there, th en it 
is not fresh.

In tim head is the stom ach, which so 
m any regard as poisonous. It is probably 
not put it is not nice to oat, 
lo rem ove it, put the thum b over it and 
•with the other hand draw th e body tow ard 
you and shake out ail the m eat. 
The 
stomach will rem ain, and can then be taken 
out and thrown away. 
The 
green-colored m atter is th e liver. 
W hite-blooded fish have all th eir fat in 
their liver. In red-blooded fish th e fat is 
distributed through the body. 
In the ribs are the lungs, w hich should be 
rem oved. They are hairy and not nice to 
eat. In the tail is the intestine, which is a 
m ere thread and should be removed. 
(4et th e flesh out whole. Many large lob­ 
sters have little m eat. 
To ascertain re- 
ardins this take up the claws. If they are 
envy, the lobster is good and has plenty of 
m eat. 
W hen th e m eat is all out cut it into sm all 
pieces. 
In order to serve th e lobster prettily in 
shells tw o lobsters aro required. T he bod­ 
ies should be put together and a tail a t each 
end. 
This is the prettier way to serve, hut as 
th e shells are apt to curl and m ake it diffi­ 
cult to serve, it is well to cut th e shells in 
sm aller pieces. 
This lobster m ay be called by any pre­ 
ferred nam e. Simply add cream w ithout 
crum bs and you have cream ed lobster. 
D evilled lobster is the same, only it is a lit­ 
tle m ore highly seasoned. 
Lobster, like all fish, requires m uch salt. 
The red or coral is pretty when disposed 
ab/nit the lobster, alternating w ith slices of 
hard-boiled egg. 
The lobster should lie upon a perfect bed 
of parsley. 
This is a handsom e and appetizing dish. 


A r t i c h o k e s , 
Remove the choke and trim the leaves, 
w ash and soak half hour in salted w ater, 
then pu t into boiling w ater,add one teaspoon­ 
ful salt and two teaspoonfuls lem on juice. 
Boil half hour, or until tender. D rain aud 
serve w ith butter sauce. 
The artichoke belongs to the thistle fam ­ 
ily. It is the bud before it blossoms. 
T he only parts suitable to eat are th e steija 
and the base of the leaves. 
Cut out all th a t you can scrape out. w ork­ 
ing until you can get ro u e of the fine thistly 
stuff. 
They are somet imes stuffed and considered 
nice. 
All artichokes are im ported from France, 
and are hence not very fresh w hen they 
reach this country. 
Platen in Paris they are a delicious vege­ 
table.

They are more easily found rn our m arkets 
today th an form erly, as is th e case w ith 
brussels sprouts. The dem and for both is 
increasing. In France they sell for two or 
three cents apiece. H ere they sell for 30 
cents each. 
Serve w ith butter sauce. 


B u t t e r S a u c e , 
M elt one-quarter cup butter, add one table­ 
spoon flour aud pour on slowly one cup hot 
w ater, then 
add one-quarter cup m ore 
b u tte r: add salt if necessary aud serve. 
T his is the sam e as draw n butter. Add 
eggs chopped or cut in slices to m ake egg 
sauce. 
B ro w n B r e a d P u d d i n g . 
One cup brown bread crum bs, I pint milk. 
Soak the crum bs and Va cup of m ilk 15 
m inutes. Then boll the rest of the m ilk. 
Add yolks of 3 eggs. 2 tablespoonfuls sugar, 
and pour over the crumbs. Beat the whites 
of 2 eggs, and also I tablespoonful butter.

This is a cheap pudding, easily m ade, and 
is excellent for Mondays, when there is so 
m uch to be done, and w hen the brown 
bread crum bs are left over from Sunday.

sugar used is brown or m aple sugar. 
Coffee. 
One cup coffee, I egg and shell, cold 
w ater to m oisten; th en add 6 cups boiling 
w ater and boil five m inutes. 
T here are tw o ways of m aking coffee, 
boiling and filtering. 
F iltered coffee is m ade by putting fine 
coffee into a bag 
and filtering w ater 
through it once or twice, w hen it is ready to 


^D offed coffee is m ade by boiling w ater and 
coffee together. 
T his gives strong coffee, 
but it is not clear. 
To clear the coffee som ething m ust be 
added th a t contains album en. 
Form erly Baitfish skins were used for this, 
b u t w hile they cleared the coffee they 
tainted it unpleasantly. 
Eggshells m ay be used, or fish isinglass. 
w hich is really fish bladder, or the Dirigo 
coffee clearer, w hich is fresh fish skins with 


the coffee pot. to provwrt the escape of the 
arom a, while it is boiling. . 
After-dinner coffee which is very strong 
is saki to aid digestion and is taken for that 
purpose. Breakfast coffee impairs digestion. 
Coffee should be drank clear. 
If it cannot be drank clear, add cream 
ratherthau scalded milk, because it tastes 
better and is more easily digested. 
The caseine in m ilk forms a curd with 
caffeine in coffee. 
, 
, 
_ 
The egg should be beaten with the coffee 
just enough to mix it. Break up the egg 
shells too and DUt them in. 
To make two cups of coffee, an egg is not 
needed, so after it has been beaten half the 
egg can be saved until the next morning 
and then used. 
It m ay lie m ixed w ith the coffee first and 
then part saved for the next day. Coffee 
m ade in this way is delicious. 
The program m e for the next w eek's les­ 
son includes broiled venison, h a'ib u t a la 
creole, Turkish pilaf, Germ an toast, hom iny 
cakes, beignet souffle.

BIBLE AND BOWIE. 


Curious History of a Holy Book Found 
Finned to a Fine Tree. 
[San Francisco Chronicle.] 
On the m orning of Sunday. April 3,1887, 
a num ber of boys belonging to the m ost 
prosperous tow n of Nevada county w an­ 
dered off on a birdchasing trip and w alked 
down the line of the narrow -gauge road 
w hich runs by the town. In their play they 
ran into a clum p of bushes, in the centre of 
w hich stood a pine tree, and there it was 
th a t they saw the tw o objects, the finding 
of which has ever since set Grass Valley 
wondering. 
Fastened to the tru n k of tho tree by a 
largo and heavy bowje-knife. w hich ran 
through its back a t the m iddle, was a sm all 
and well-preserved Bible, bound in leather. 
Pinned to the Bible, the cover of w'nicn was 
outw ard, the holy tex t boing forced by the 
knife against the bark of the lofty pine,was 
a sm all piece of yellow paper, on which 
some w riting could be seen. The lads stared 
for a few m inutes a t the book and dagger. 
co singularly placed, before they m ustered 
sufficient courage to approach tho bino so 
strangely m arked, and then it was several 
more m om ents before the largest of them , 
urged on by IBs com panion, placed his hand 
upon the hilt of th e heavy bowie and pulled 
it from tho tree. 
Tho knife is 
a 
heavy, old-fashioned 
weapon, with a broad blade about six inches 
iongl which is heavily backed and term in­ 
ates in a vic.ious-looking point. The h ilt is 
of bone, and the guard and top piece are 
heavily m ounted in silver, On the m ount­ 
ings of the guard are yet to be seen rem ­ 
nants of an inscription w hish evidently bad 
read "Liberty and Union.” The guard is 
broken, and the knife show ssignsof having 
had very hard usage. T hat tao knife was 
one intended for use and not for show iB 
shown by the sm all, strong guard which 
epds the blade. T he old-tim ers alw ays had 
sm all guards on th eir weapons, th a t style 
of a nlado being m ore easily handled than 
one w ith a broad guard. 
The Bible, which, though old, is well pre­ 
served, is a sm all pocket edition of the King 
Janies version, printed in pearl type. It was 
published at London in 1841. It was bound 
in morocco, the cover 
having lapping 
edges, and the words "Holy Bible’’ iii golden 
letters are stam ped upon its face. 
Tho 
rust- blade had penetrated it just opposite 
the title of the ninetieth Psalm, At the top 
of the page is the line announcing the sub­ 
ject treated of in th e colum n below, which 
is. “The frailty of hum an life.” Ju st above 
tho cut m ade in the binding by tile bowie 
are the following verses of the eighty-ninth 
Psalm : 
42. Thou hast set up Hie right hand of Hts adversa 
Tin* : thou has made all his enemies to rejoice. 
43. ’Ihon hast also turned th* edge of His sword 
aud hast not made Him to stand in the Pattie. 
44 Trion hast made His glory to cease and cast 
His throne upon the ground. 
45. The days of Ills youth thou hast shortened: 
thou hast covered Him with shame. Selah. 
On the flvleaf of the Bible is written in a 
lady’s hand: 
Presented to 
GEORGE W. HASELTINE, 
By hts cousins, 
M xbix and E mma. 
W. Springfield. N. Hampshire. 
M arvel not that I say unto thee, ye m ust be bom 
again.—John iii: 7. 
W ritten in pencil on the sam e page, and 
now alm ost undecipherable, is 
Company 
G, Sixth Regim ent, N. H. V.” Scraw led in 
ink by a heavy hand across th e page the 
nam e "Francis S harrer” has been placed. 
On the inside of the cover, opposite the fly 
leaf, is w ritten in pencil, now very faint, 
'•fiergeant Thom as Clark, 
Com pany 
G, 
E leventh R egim ent of M aine Volunteers. 
June. 1882; Sergeant B. F. Banbury, Com­ 
pany G, Eleventh Regim ent of M aine.” The 
nam e Francis, w ritten by the sam e hand 
w hich inscribed th e sam e nam e on th e fly­ 
leaf, is also on the inside of the cover, and 
was evidently w ritten after th e ' nam es of 
C lark aud Salsbury had been w ritten, 
On tbe paper w inch was found on the out­ 
side of the Bible as it was fastened to tha 
tree are verses w ritten to the original owner 
of the book by the donors.

He enlisted w ith them a t E lls­ 
w orth, Hancock county^ Me., in 1861, all 
th e young m en joining Company G of the 
E leventh Regim ent of Maine Volunteers. 
Sm all was a corporal and the others were 
sergeants. 
Salsbury m et H aseltine. the 
original possessor of th e Grass Valley Bible. 
in 1862. on the peninsula, and, as H aseltine 
had two Bibles, he gave the one now in 
question to Salsbury. 
Salsbury also owned th e m assive bowie 
found sticking in th e pine. At F air Oaks, 
w hile Salsbury was doing some lively work. 
the Confederates captured his Bible aud 
dagger, and nothing more was ever heard 
of them until the lads of the m ining town 
found them as described. Salsbury is now 
employed at Brush Creek, B utte county, 
Clark is at M ount D esert island, Me., and 
Sm all lives in this city, w here he is well 
known. 
The tokens of th e great rebellion were 
kept by the coroner of Grass Valley until a 
week ago. when they were given to Sals- 
bury’B sister, who Jives in this city, aud by 
whose kind perm ission a Chronicle reporter 
exam ined them yesterday.

Dangers of Contagion Not Sufficiently 
Appreciated. 


Warning Words by Members of the 
State Medical Society.

Dr. A. L. Mason presided at th e m eeting 
of the Section 
for Clinical 
Medicine, 
Pathology and Hygiene of the M assachu­ 
setts Medical Society a t 19 Boylston place 
last evening. The topic announced for dis­ 
cussion was "T he Etiology and T reatm ent 
of D iphtheria.” Dr. S. N. Nelson read th e 
opening paper and was followed by Dr. J. H. 
McCollom, who prefaced his rem arks by 
referring to the course of diphtheria in Bos­ 
ton in 1887 and 1888. He said: 
I attribute the prevalence of the disease 
to im perfect drainage and bad hygienic 
conditions, bu t un additional and im portant 
consideration is th a t of contagion. S tat s- 
tics support the theory of contagion irom 
tho fact th a t during term tim e the num ber 
ol cases is m uch greater th an during vaca­ 
tion. The m ild type is m uch the more dau- 
gerous, 
because proper precautions are 
taken in severe cases. 
The disease was most prevalent in Ja n u ­ 
ary, March. April, May, October. Novem ber 
and December, th e num ber tieing sm aller in 
February than in auy other m onth. E xperi­ 
ence shows th a t diphtbeilia is not to ba re­ 
moved by change of local conditions, nor is 
its intensity m aterially prevented. E xperi­ 
ence seems to show th a t this disease lies 
between 
measles 
and sm allpox in tho 
vaccinated. 
In 
Boston, 
the 
discuso 
has been of an extrem ely m alignant type. 
For the five years ending w ith 1882 there 
were 7318 cases, w ith a yearly average of 
1403. The deaths were 2430. an average of 
498. 
For the five years ending 1887 thoro 
were 6127 
cases, an 
average of 1226. 
There were 1705 deaths, w ith an average of 
303. 
Dr, McCollom also exhibited a table of 
statistics show ing 1044 cases of diphtheria 
iii Boston in 1887, and 1383 in 1888. there 
being a la deaths in 1887 and 470 in 1888.

CONCEALED. 


An A lligator That Lived in a Tre?. 
[Astor (Fla.) Special to Chicago News.! 
John W ilson, living near here, cut a big 
cypress tree in the swamp north of town 
yesterday, and found in it a live alligator 
seven feet long. As the opening in the tree 
was not half large enough for the anim al to 
get 
through, 
the 
presum ption is that 
it crawled in w hen quite young and lived 
on other animals and reptiles that sought 
shelter in the same tree. 


Dr. McCollom wont on to say th at in the 
opinion of authorities, from the fact th a t 
the disease has invaded districts of good 
sanitary conditions, and th a t of 1117 cases 
only in 59H was defective drainage found; 
from the fact th at contagion could only be 
traced in 276 out of l i83 reported cases, 
and th at there has been a m arked increase 
in tho disease when children have been in 
large num bers together, it would seem th a t 
the extension of the disease is attributable 
to contagion, not from th e recognized but 
from the unknow n cases. 
The com m ittee appointed to confer w ith 
the board of health as to the necessity and 
possibility of fu rth er m easures to lim it the 
spreading of diphtheria reported through 
Dr. Lym an th a t under the existing laws the 
board has authority to isolate cases, b ut 
th a t this power is not in all cases available 
by reason of insufficient financial means. 
The sending of cases to the City Hospital or 
other institutions is recom m ended, b ut once 
there the authority of th e board ceases. 
Tile board can also compel proper disinfec­ 
tion when cases are m ade known to them , 
and can enforce til© legal penalties for nori- 
report on tile part of physicians, but it is 
difficult 
to 
distinguish 
tho 
non-con­ 
tagious tonsilar pharyngeal and nasal dis 
eases and genuine d iphtheria in its early 
stages. 
It is believed 
m uch good eau 
be done 
by 
dissem inating inform ation 
as to the contagiousness of the disease, th e 
absolute necessity of isolation and a more 
earnest co-operation l>y the public w ith the 
board of health. 
The board now m eets 
w ith but little opposition com paratively in 
the m ost stringent and arbitrary enforce­ 
m ent of isolation, as far as sm all pox is 
concerned, and tb e sam e enlightenm ent 
would do m uch tow ards preventing th e 
spread of d ip h th eria 
H ie com m ittee therefore recom m ended 
th a t the society both collectively and indi­ 
vidually should foster as far as possible, 
a proper sentim ent in the com m unity as to 
th e contagious n atu re of tile disease, and 
more especially should encourage its earliest 
possible 
recognition, 
and 
report 
to 
the 
board 
of 
health 
in 
each 
inch 
vidual 
case, 
By 
these 
m ethods 
a public sentim ent will sooner or later be 
created justifying and regulating from th e 
roper authorities a suitable and separate 
ospitai tor th e treatm en t of infectious and 
contagious diseases, such for instance as 
are required by law in E ngland, w ith am ple 
m eans for support and over which there 
shall lie absolute authority as already exists 
over the hospital for sm all pox. 
Iii th e absence of proper facilities for 
thorough isolation it is im possible to exer­ 
cise an efficient control over the various 
dangerous diseases th a t from tim e to tim e 
become epidem ic in the city, and w hich 
have gained a perm anent foothold here."

lake is situated on the dom e of the contin­ 
ent. at a depression in tho R ocky M ountains 
known as T argee’s Pass, in honor of tho 
trapper who discovered it. It is oval in shape 
and has an arca of 4 0 square miles. 
"O n 
first appearances,” said 
Mr. Tom linson. 
“ Hie lake, the waters of w hich are as clear 
as em eralds, seems to have 110 outlet. 
It is 
surrounded by solid ground, on w hich are 
groves of pine aud luxuriant m ountain 
grass. 
“ Un tile western edge lies w hat appears to 
bo a hollow pool connecting it. aud from 
this, obscured in a growth of shrubs, rises a 
sm all creek, Hie source of the north lorn of 
the Snake river. 
Now, on this lake, and 
som etimes seen on the north side ami som e­ 
tim es on Hie other, is this curious floating 
island, 
it is apout 3 0 0 feet in diumett'r, 
and has tor its basis a m at of roots, so dense 
as to support I urge trees and a h eavy th icket 
underneath. Decayed vegetation adds to 
Hie thickness of the m at and forms a m ould 
several feet in thickness. 
Un the edge of 
the floating forest, in sum m er time. m ay bo 
seen a luxuriant growth of blue-joint grass, 
the roots of tv bien form so com pact a m ass 
as to support the w eight of a horse. 
A ny 
number of men have no difficulty iii w alk­ 
ing about on i t 
Further back am ong tho 
trees you m ight build a big house and m ako 
a garden, and do w hatever you please. Y o w 
would bo just tis solid and safe as though 
there were not BO or IOO or goo feet o f 
water under you. 
‘ There is a willow thicket near Hie centro 
of the island, ami scattered am ong those 
willows ami contiguous to them are a num ­ 
ber of aspens and dwarf pines. 
These catch 
the breezes wit tell float over the island, am i 
act like sails on a boat aud m ove the 3 0 0 - 
foot body hither aud thither over tho 4 0 - 
inile square of water. Tiffs shows w hy you 
m ay one day see the island on one side and. 
the next day on the other. It is the queerest 
thing I ever saw.. You pitch your tent soma 
evening on one side near the island and are 
pleased with the beautiful prospect, 
T h ere 
is tile island only a few rods from you, cov­ 
ered with trees ami grass. 
The n ext morn­ 
ing you wake up and the lslaud is gone. Y6u 
look far away to the other side and there it 
is, its tri es bending gracefully in the wind. 
Along in the afternoon it returns, or it m ay 
take an easy jaunt off at an oblique angle 
from y o u . Henry lake is exceedingly pic­ 
turesque. 
Around it 
rise 
snow-capped 
poaks.atnong wh cit are some of the highest 
of the continent’s backbone, partly covered 
with a verdure of forest and grass and 
showing here aud there 
form ations 
of 
granite amt unique basaltic colum ns. D ur­ 
ing the hunting season the w ateis of tho 
lake swarm with wild fowl. 
There are 
beaver, too. and p’enty of big gam e m ay b«! 
had in tile adjoining m ountains.”

T he cold fact which the picture conveys, 
w hether th at be its intent or not. is th a t this 
whole fam ily are engaged in a hard struggle 
to lift the 7 per cefct. m ortgage, and save 
the home. 
In calling up this fact we mean 
no reflection upon the brokers. They did 
not create th e m ortgages, but are engaged 
in th e legitim ate business of dealing in such 
stocks as are afloat on the m arket. There 
is .something none the less pathetic, how­ 
ever, in such a picture, when we reflect 
th a t nearly half the farm s in this country of 
rich and boundless soil are struggling under 
m ortgages. 
And this picture is only a shadow of the 
real severity of the situation, w hen we call 
to m ind the excessive rates charged in 
new ly settled localities, w here money is 
scarce. B ren th e legal rate of interest in 
Arizona, Idaho. M ontana, U tah and W ash­ 
ington T erritories is as high as lo per cent., 
and as m uch m ore is ground out of san­ 
guine settlers as their ignorance and neces­ 
sities p erm it Tile tale of the thousands of 
fierce and futile struggles to save th e hom e 
in these sections, often w ith loss and de­ 
spair in the end. is one of the m ost vivid 
illustrations of th e crashing power of inter­ 
est w hen it m ounts u n to rates far above 
the power of th e m ost excessive labor and 
frugality to w ithstand. 
D uring the late presidential cam paign we 
showed by authentic figures how the era of 
farm m ortgages in this country Dcgan w ith 
th e era of excessive tariffs, and how alarm ­ 
ingly such m ortgages have increased w ithin 
th e last IO years. The people are by no 
m eans done w ith this subject yet. 
The 
stard y yeom anry of this country are fast 
being eaten up by unequal burdens. France 
has withstood all the shocks of war, revolu­ 
tion and financial distress because of the 
fact th at she has th e largest percentage of 
freeholding farm ors of any country on the 
earth. This guarantee of security and m an­ 
hood ought to lie ours above every other 
nation, but tho present drift is painfully in 
the other direction.

DIPHTHERIA’S RAVAGES. 


The statistics and suggestions of the 
M assachusetts Medical Society regarding 
diphtheria have a vital significance in Bos 
ton homes. More th an GOOG cases and 1705 
deaths in five years is a serious showing. 
Did these deaths result from 
cyclones, 
freshets or fires th e entire population would 
resolve itself into a com m ittee of the whole. 
This deadly scourge is on the increase, 
too. every year. And in case of disease it is 
every m an for him self; and w hen he has 
tided over th e dread visitation in his own 
fam ily he com m only concerns him self little 
about the general ravages of the destroyer. 
As usual, the doctors in this case set up a 
theory, and then produce facts opposed to 
it. All th is shows th a t the m edical profes­ 
sion really know s little about th e original 
germ inal causes of disease. T hat poor ven­ 
tilation is som etim es a cause seem s to be 
shown by th e fact th a t in those m onths 
w hen th e children attend school th e disease 
is m ost prevalent, and in those localities 
where th e school* are m ost crowued and 
th e 
sanitary 
conditions 
of th e home 
m ost neglected, th e disease plays greatest 
havoc. But, on the other hand, the disease 
prevails also in th e m ost exclusive and 
cleanliest localities, if anything w ith in 
creased intensity. 
All m odern in vestige 
tkm s tend to (prove m ore and m ore clearly 
th a t disease is a burden w hich is bound 
sooner or later to be shared by th e whole 
com m unity. 
N ature seems to have or 
darned th a t th e rich, the clean, the well 
fed ana th e w ell-situated cannot escape 
their responsibilities by avoiding contact 
w ith th e ill-conditioned. T here seems to 
be a germ inal quality in all disease, which 
gets into th e air and penetrates every- 
where. 
■When people come to understand th at 
disease is an infliction th a t is bound to dis­ 
tribute Itsell, there will be m ore co-opera­ 
tion am ong all classes w ith a view to pre­ 
venting it. Boards of health can do some­ 
thing. but a public register of diseases in 
every ward and a health com m ittee holding 
regular m eetings m ight be established w ith 
good results. The old passive theory of 
visitations by Providence, not to bo inter­ 
fered with, is fading out before the achieve­ 
m ents of science and the grow th of enlight­ 
enm ent. A largel percentage of deaths by 
disease could be avoided did the people co­ 
operate in this as rn other m atters which 
assail life or property, 
In nothing do th e people organize so little 
as in attem pts to save life from the ravages 
of disease. It is left to the doctors, who are 
at w ar with each other, and are divided into 
schools, of to boards of health and othej offi­ 
cials who can do next to nothing w ithout 
th e co-operation of the public. In crowded 
cities disease finds 
lodgm ent, and baa 
its own way. Infecting the air, it visits all

W HAT PEOPLE TALK ABOUT. 


Another W ay to M ake That Harp* 
To the Editor of The Globe: 
To construct an eolian harp first make a box of 
thin wood, with ends of one-half Inch beech, and 
have It as long as the window where It is to bo 
played Is wide. The box should be three or four 
inches deep aD d six or seven inches wide. In the 
tcp make three circular holes about two Inches in 
diameter and an equal distance apart. Glue across 
the sounding board 2Va inches from each end two 
pieces of hardwood, one-quarter Inch thick, one-half 
inch high, to serve as bridges. 
You must now pro­ 
cure, from any musical instrument maker, 12 steel 
pegs, similar to those of a pianoforte, and 12 brass 
pins. Insert them in the following manner into the 
beech: First commence with a brass pin, then insert 
a steel peg, and so on, placing them alternately one- 
half Inch apart to the number of 12. Now for the 
other end, which you must commence with a steel 
peg exactly opposite the brass pin at the other end, 
then a brass pin, and so on, alternately, to the num­ 
ber of 12. By this arrangement you have a steel peg 
and a brass pin always opposite each other, which is 
done so as the pressure of the strings on the instru­ 
ment shall be uniform. Now string the instrument 
with 12 first violin strings, making a loop at one end 
of each string, which put over the brass pins and 
wind the other ends round the opposite steel pegs. 
Tune them In unison, but do not draw them tight. 
To increase the current of air a thin board may be 
placed about two inches above the strings, supported 
at each end by two pieces of wood. Place the instru­ 
ment in a partly opened window, and, to Increase 
the draft, open the opposite door.

C h a n g es a t N ia g a ra F alls. 
[Toronto Mall.] 
On Friday last a mass of rock foil from 
th e Horseshoe Falls, and 24 hours later an­ 
other mass was precipitated into the abyss 
below, w ith a noise so closely resem bling 
th a t of an earthquake as to alarm lite resi­ 
dents of the neighborhood. The result of 
th e displacem ent is a change in the shape 
of the fall. 
Form erly the Canadian fail 
deserved to be desert bed as a horseshoe; but 
th e breaking away of rocks in tho centre 
some years ago m ade it V-shaped. Now 
th a t a further displacem ent has occurred, 
the fall has returned to its old coud'tion. It 
is of course generally known th at tho Falls 
of N iagara ave gradually moving to the 
south. Tho deep cut through the solid rock 
m arks th e course they have taken in their 
backw ard m ovem ent. 
It is a wonderful 
excavation—a chasm dug out by the sheer 
force of water. Not less astonishing bas 
been the rem oval of the debris. The rock 
has been thoroughly pulverized and has 
been swept out ol tho river to bo distributed 
in Lake Ontario. 
Once it was thought th a t in tbe w earing 
away process th e falls would ultim ately 
reach Lake Erie, and there degenerate into 
a series of rapids. B ut the theory bas hap­ 
pily been set aside by one which retains to 
us the cataract, though tho shadow of its 
present self and m uch reduced in size. Tho 
latest idea is that the tails will recede two 
m iles and then rem ain stationary, their 
height a t th at point being 8 0 feet instead of 
164, as at present, Tile supposition is sup­ 
ported Hy an argum ent which appears rea­ 
sonable. The present site is a lim estone 
form ation, somo 8 0 or DO feet thick, w ith a 
shaly foundation. A3 the shale is washed 
away th e lim estone breaks off and the falls 
take a step backward. But tb e end of the 
shaly deposit will be reached tw o m iles 
from the piesent falls, aud then the rushing 
w ater will have move than it can d o te wash 
away tho solid precipice over which it will 
be pro ected. It would be a waste of tim e 
to attem pt to estim ate the num ber of centu­ 
ries th at ’.' ill elapse before N iagara Jails 
have ounfi th eir perm anent site. The jokes 
absut cabm en and probably tile Queen Vic­ 
toria Jubilee N iagara Falls Bark will bn 
num bered w ith th e antiquities long before 
this.

As m any chances as 
there are on the turf, 
there is not one half 
th e scone for finesse 
th at there is upon the 
track, and the records 
of tro ttin g are full of 
m atter which would 
m ake i n t e r e s t i n g 
reading. 
H ave you ever rid­ 
den at a 2.30 clip? 
W e!I.unless you have 
driven in 
a race I 
doubt it. for the num ber of horses th at can

as

of even a sm all portion of my readers hav­ 
ing enjoyed the sensation. On a clear, good 
track, w ithout anything to m ake driving 
difficult, going at the standard clip is exhil- 
eratinu. W hat then m ust be the sensation 
to be going at a 2.30 gait in the m idst of 
a field of eight or IO horses, w ith just room 
enough to run the sulky on and the chances 
of a sm ashup should any of the horses act 
badly? It takes an iron nerve to keep cool 
in the m idst of such surroundings, and 
when the very few accidents are taken into 
consideration it speaks well for the m en 
who figure as knights of the sulky. 
Probably no driver on the turf is more 
h e ard of than J. J. Bowen, known to all 
horsem en as “Jock.” whose picture accom ­ 
panies this article. One of the oldest and 
sq u arest drivers in the business there is no 
k e en e r judge of horseflesh, nor one who can 
ta k e m ere speed out of a good one. A 
stran g er approaching him stands but little 
chance of getting any inform ation, but to 
im - one who knows him lie is w illing to 
tell of his experience and some of the good 
cues he has handled. I found him seated 
»t the Rtove iii the Mystic House. Medford, 
th e other day enjoying a well-earned rest 
a lte r working some of th e horses under his 
Charge. 
"I have been driving since 1855,” said lie. 
“and in th at tim e I have een all over the 
country, though I have done all my train-

I have got good money for 
som e of the races I have driven, but the re­ 
ward is not always in proportion to the 
latter. 
bor some easily won rates I have 
received a good deal, w hile for m ore work 
I have l>een out of pocket. It is tile same as 
in every business, and I have had my share 
of the fat an I lean.’’ 
“T rotting round the stove” is a phrase 
w hich has been long recognized as one of 
tho chief am usem ents of the fraternity, and 
when all the horses are bedded down and 
anne in their warm quarters many are the 
stories wh cb are told and battles fought, 
over again. The lover of the horse alone 
has business a t such a gathering, for it is on 
race, pedigree and perform ance th a t the 
conversation turns, and every story teller 
m ust needs l>e accurate, for the slightest 
failure on da'es or figures is snapped no

business 
Many good stories am told of the track 
and its m d hods, and how the fraternity 
are enchered after a well laid plan has gone 
astray. The best one I have heard of hap­ 
pened in tile Canadian city of Kingston, 
and the principal figure was the mayor.

The th ird heat was sim i­ 
lar and w ith two heats to their credit, and 
the judges, apparently blind to the goings 
on of the party, they had a hard tim e to 
keep down their smiles.

the stand he was quietly called, and out 
stepped a new driver and displaced the old 
one. 
He put a different complexion on 
things and put th e heat to his credit. Thus 
th e race was two aud two. 
A buss violin 
was not longer than the lace of the coterie 
at this juncture. 
An attem pt to fix the 
driver was of no avail and up cam e the dis­ 
com forted sport to the presiding .indue only 
to be m et with the rem ark : “If you are fool 
enough to play w ith hot iron look out your­ 
self for the burns.” 
Drivers are more open to tem ptation than 
any other class of men. After a horse wins 
a heat or two (those draw backs to the sport), 
the di-honest player of the pool box sees a 
chance to rake in a pile on a dead sure 
th in g and then comes the tug-of-war. 
I rem em ber a good instance no later than 
last sum m er. 
It happened at Bearou Park. 
Lexington Chief, th e spotted pacer, was 
w inning the race in short order, m uch to the 
discom fiture of some ot the fraternity, who 
had thought little of his chances. John 
T rout was un behind him . and one of the 
party 
cam e 
to 
him and said: "John. 
lose 
ju st

can m ake a500.” 
This was a pretty big 
sum lur apparently so slight a service, but 
T rout well knew the horse was not a stayer 
at the clip he was going, and said. “Mr. 
W orthley owns this horse, not I ”

ow ner did not have $500 bet on the race, 
and it would have 
been money in bis 
pocket to square th e race against him self. 
There were a few of his friends, however, 
who had bet th eir m oney on the pacer, and 
though the total am ount was not 3100. Mr. 
tVorthley refused to listen to them . 
It was 
not odds th a t L exington Chief could win 
anyway, as he 
Could Hardly Keep Hts Clip 
to th e wire. T rout set out to drive for 
blood, and at the thrce-auarter pole he had 
a couple of lengths lead, but the horse had 
alm ost enough. Now began the work of his 
life, and the old driver gathered the tired 
horse up and. by one of the finest pieces of 
driving I ever saw. absolutely lifted the 
anim al home a w inner by a half-length. It 
was ust snatched out of the fire, for an­ 
other heat would have m ade Lexington 
Chief no better than w inner of second. 
H ere was a case w here everything depended 
ou the honesty of the dri\ or, for had he let 
up one single ounce the horse could never 
have got his nose in front of the wire. 
It som etim es happens th a t three or four 
drivers deliberately plan to cut out some 
outsider who has perhaps the fastest horse 
in the race 
There comes in tho question 
of skill and nerve on the part of the driver. 
W ith a man on either side he m ust watch

Irelands’ 
National 
Game is Played. 


The Field is Similar to That Used for 


Foot Hail. 


Everybody Plavs the Game, Children, 


Old Men and All. 


N e w Y o r k . Feb. 1 6 .—W hen th en u m b ero f 
Irishm en who have m ade their homes in 
th is country is considered, it is a bit surpris­ 
ing th a t their national gam e has not be­ 
come Am ericanized. Base ball is not better 
known aud appreciated pere than is burling 
Hi Ireland, and yet until this w inter there 
bks been no system atic effort to introduce 
the gam e to this co n tin en t 
Occasional 
m atches have been played in various largo 
cities.so th at the nam e of the gam e is recog­ 
nized, but it has not as yet taken a conspicu­ 
ous place am ong Am erican sports. It bids 
fair now. however, to enjoy a considerable 
boom, and by another season there m ay be 
a hurling league, w ith cham pionship con­ 
tests aud big audiences a t the grounds to see 
the fun. 
The im portance of this gam e on the other 
side of the A tlantic m ay be inferred from 
the fact th a t in the Gaelic A thletic Associa­ 
tion of Ireland there are 1700 hurling clubs. 
Each club m ust have a m em bership of at 
least 21 active players, for th a t is the regu­ 
lation num ber of m en to a side in cham pion­ 
ship m atches. This trem endous league m an­ 
ages to discover the cham pion club every 
year, and at this tim e the season of play 
is in full blast. As it would take several 
years of constant playing to play every 
team in the 1700 against every other, the 
association has adopted a system of sub­ 
ordinate m atches in order to elim inate 
from the "A ll-Ireland” cham pionship con­ 
tests such clubs, and th a t m eans the great 
m ajority, as would have no hrpe of w in­ 
ning. From th e 1st of February to April 20 
every county in Ireland 
is alive w ith 
m atches played by its local clubs. Only 
such clubs as win the cham pionships of 
counties are entitled to enter for the "All- 
Ireland” 
tournam ent, w hich occurs be­ 
tw een April 25 and May 25. 
Interest in the gam e was aroused in this 
country by the recent visit of Irish athletes. 
They played exhibition gam es of hurling in 
m ost of the large cities before great audi­ 
ences. T hree of the visiting athletes are 
still in this country, and one of them , J. J, 
Cullen, has become a m em ber of the Gaelic 
Society in New' York. Not the least reason 
for his stay here is the desire of the society 
to introduce hurling as a prom inent and 
regular feature of Am erican sports, and Mr. 
Cullen is acting as a general instructor. Ho 
is honored in Ireland as the cham pion in ­ 
dividual hurler. 
E nder his guidance at 
least one gam e is played every pleasant 
Sunday in W eehawkcn, and by reason of 
the open w inter the sport has taken a good 
start. 
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DIAGRAM O F T H E F IE L D . 


As hurling is so little understood in Amer­ 
ica a diagram of the field s printed here­ 
w ith. as well as a picture of the tools of the 
gam e and some sketches of the play. It will 
De seen th at the field is very sim ilar to 
th a t used for foot ball. The dim ensions are 
m arked in the diagram , aud the general 
positions of the men in a full team are in ­ 
dicated. A sim ilar arrangem ent of men in 
the lower halt of the diagram would repre­ 
sent the positions of the opposing team . 
None of these positions are strictly m ain­ 
tained during play, for. as in foot ball, tho 
men m ust he w here the ball is, and the im ­ 
m ediate scene of ad io n is constantly chang­ 
ing. it is possible to play a good gam e of 
hurling w ith 14 men on a side, but in th a t 
case the grounds should be sm aller. Tho 
Irish rules allow of a field as sm all as 140 
by 84 yards, and there is no objection to a 
field larger than that indicated in the dia­ 
gram . Four goal posts are set un at each end 
of the field. They are 21 feet apart, and 
across the two in th( m iddle is a bar IO Va 
feet from the ground, The general object of 
the gam e is to send the hurley ball a t o s s 
tho goal line between the m iddle posts and 
below the crossbar. The difference between 
this play and football will be noticed, for in 
foot ball it is the object to send the ball 
over the crossbar of the goal posts.

Mr. Cullen smiled. 
"M aybe,” lie said, "m aybe it does. Let 
m e read you th e Irish rule on th a t point: 
’No player to catch, trip, push from behind, 
or butt w ith the head. No player to bring 
his burley intentionally in contact w ith the 
person of another player.’ Now, tne referee 
has the greatest discretion possible in in ter­ 
preting this rule. 
He m ay disqualify a 
player for a breach of it, and In th a t case 
his side is not perm itted to substitute ali­ 
oth! r player. The referee majr indict vari­ 
ous penalties for undue vigor in play, such 
as suspending a hurler for a short tim e, 
allowing the opposite side a free “puck,” 
and so on. Noverthel ss it is not uncom ­ 
mon to get out of a gam e with aching shins 
and any num ber of bruises. The better the 
player, of course, the less likely is he to in­ 
jure his opponents, but in the excitem ent 
of play it is not to be wondered at th at some 
blows are accidentally given.”

The chief im plem ent of th e gam e is of 
wood, shaped som ew hat like a hockey. 
though m uch broader and heavier. 
It is 
called a hurley. The Irish rules do not de­ 
fine the pattern to be used. The hurley ball 
is m ade of cork and woollen thread, and is 
covered w ith leather. It should be four and 
a half or five inches in diam eter, and weigh 
from seven to lo ounces. How the gam e is 
played may best he put in the words of Mr. 
Cullen, who told the w riter all about it 
recently. 
"To begin w ith,” ho said, “each side has 
an um pire, and there is a referee, whose 
iudgm ent is final on all disputed points. 
W hen the opposing captains have tossed for 
choice of positions the hurlers stand n two 
lines in trie m iddle of the field, touch 
hurleys across and then separate. T hat 
is 
a 
form al 
recognition 
th a t 
the 
players are friendly and are ready to begin. 
The referee, who stands a little distance 
from the end of the two lines, then throw s 
the ball between them , either rolling it 
along the ground or tossing it higher than 
the players’ heads.

He was asked. ‘ Does the gam e in America 
differ m uch from th a t in the old country ?” 
“ Very little, except th at the playing space 
here is sm aller, on the average, than in Ire­ 
land. There whole country sides have been 
known to take part in a m atch, and ttie con­ 
test protracted through a whole afternoon. 
I have been told th at as m any as 3 00 men 
have played on a side, though of course 
those were more for practice than a regular 
m atch.” 
“Do you consider th a t the gam e is as well 
played in Boston as in Ireland?’' 
“VV ell. of course, th at is bard to say; but 
there are some very fine men in Boston, and 
their work has been as good as anything I 
have ever seen and fully eaual. it not 
superior, 
to 
tho 
display 
m ade 
bv 
the picked team of Irish athletes who 
were hero last sum m er. Of course, they 
were only playing exhibition games, while 
our men usually are working for a prize 
when they meet, and in consequence are 
m ore in earnest and go in for work harder. 
I have seen players in Boston who were as 
skilful as they can he made, and if there 
are any better I have yet to see them .” 
“ W hat kind of m en m ake the best play­ 
ers?” 
“ You seem to have a knack in giving mo 
hard ones to an wer. I have seen good 
players 
of 
all si es 
from the 
‘sm art 
little bit of a m an’ 
up to the burly 
fellow of over six feet. 
I th in k tho 
average 
sized 
m an 
in 
height, 
who 
weighs about 160 pounds or thereabouts, is 
the best. 
He is usually quick on his feet, 
can stand a rush and will endure a good 
deal of hard work. It is no child’s play to 
follow the ball, swing one of those heavy 
hurleys and keep it up throughout a game. ’ 
“Is the gam e a dangerous one?” 
“Not when properly played. Now and 
then, of course an accident occurs, and vast­ 
ly more dam age is done by unskilful men 
than by those who know their business. 
The good players Know how to handle 
their 
sticks 
and 
play 
more 
for the 
ball than the men. Th is is where Hie trou­ 
ble comes in. Men who play for the ball 
are those who are known as good players, 
for nine tim es out of ten they come out 
ahead. People have the idea th a t hurling 
is a very rough game. and that the men 
who play it are bloodthirsty fellows who 
have no regard for life or limb. This is a 
m istake, for the gam e is no more dangerous 
than lacrosse, foot bail cr any other sport 
where m en m eet in personal encounter for 
any set object. I would like to see a ground 
located so th a t practice could be easily 
reached, 
and 
I 
am 
sure 
th a t 
the 
gam e would steadily increase in popular 
favor. It is one of the finest of outdoor ex­ 
ercises, and should find a prom inent place 
in the country’s sports.” 
“W hat are the prospects for this season?” 
“ Very good. The usual interest will be 
taken in the July I game. and I think more 
m atches will be played than ever before. 
Altogether the season of 188b should bo a 
good one.

In a form er paper I wrote of certain signs 
of character. In this article I continue the 
subject, w ith some digressious. 
There is 
m uch nonsense w ritten of the nose. Con­ 
trary to popular belief there is no such nose 
as a benevolent, social or literary, one un­ 
failingly representative of any of these char­ 
acteristics. R ightfully considered, its size 
and texture indicate only physiological and 
hereditary facts, its outlines alone express­ 
ing m ental traits. Its shape, size, angle, 
texture and relation to other features m ust 
be noted to get its true character value. As 
a fair rule, bigger the nose aud finer tile 
m ental organization, greater the force of 
ch ftrftctcr* 
The reason is the brain works through the 
physical vitality to get effective results in 
any profession except literature, and they 
cannot be attained in any em inent degree 
w ith weak stomachs, bad livers, narrow 
chests or sterile blood. A big nose usually 
is found in a strong physical m akeup, but 
either brain or body is more the question of 
lino organic quality than avoirdupois. 
Those famous lawyers, physicians, invent­ 
ors and business kings who nave beat down 
all opposition and elbowed out all rivals 
have universally exaggerated physical feat­ 
ures. 
There are four principal kinds of noses 
w ith their varieties. The 


GREEK NOSE, 
straight, narrow, finely chiselled, in a line 
with the forehead, is the ideal nose. indi­ 
cating refinement, love of art and the ideal. 
T h e 


ROMAN NOSE 
is grosser, larger, bridged, general course 
straight, form ing an obtuse angle w ith the 
forehead. 
It expresses force, am bition, 
leadership and governing power. The 


COMMERCIAL OR AQUILINE NOSH 
has in some degree the shape of the eagle's 
beak, denoting tenacity, shrewdness, cruelty 
and love of gain. Some of our m ost em i­ 
nent philanthropists have this 
sort 
of 
nose. 
Then there 
is the negro 
nose, 
indicating anim ality. T here is, am ong the 
m any varieties, the Yankee nose having 
tile am bition aud force signs of the Roman, 
the tenacity and love of gain of th e com­ 
mercial. So in shape we have th e com bina­ 
tion of the Roman in the long, high bridged 
nose w ith the tendency to hookedness of 
the aqu line. 
The bellicose or fighting nose nresents a 
broad base and a rather “beefy'' appear­ 
ance. 
Pug noses express lack of m ental 
force. The short, biga, bony, hooked nose 
m eans cruelty, 
T he 
Romo-dish 
nose, 
round pointed, points out the tattler, and 
the intrusively curious. 
Among th e u n ­ 
educated, the prom inently round pointed 
nose of alm ost any outline indicates the 
gossip and m eddler. The tiptilted, bluntish 
nose is usually found in girls of a fun-m ak­ 
ing. fun-loving disposition. The secretive or 
shrew d have an overwide nostril base; the 
money m aking a nose thick in the m iddle. 
Tile nervous, im pressible, artistic, nearly 
alw ays have large, thin w alled nostrils. 
F irst 
cIahs 
proofreaders 
and 
em inent 
draughtsm en have the root of the nose wide 
and fiat. 


THE DOUBLE CHIN, 
H eredity has m uch to do w ith tn e nose. 
The nose is frequently a stock trait and 
breeds true. Look at the Jews, the Iudians. 
the negro, and behold the P uritan nose of 
some of our New England fam ilies! Some­ 
tim es this fam ily trait of a peculiar nose 
w ill be brod out; then it will rath er freak­ 
ishly appear over several generations, show­ 
ing m ore of some ancestor’s trait rather than 
the possessor’s own. The nose to some oxtent 
is form ative, the pug nose of the ten-year 
girl becom ing the dish nose of th e m atron 
of 45, or the Roman of 30 change to tho 
Yankee form a t a later age. Levi P. Morton 
has a peculiar nose. It has enough of the 
Rom an to express am bition or governing 
power. It has principally the Jew ish out­ 
line, denoting tenacity and love of gain.

find 
the 
wide nostrils, indicating 
shrewdness, a nam e for another kind of 
secretiveness; the wide, belligerent base, 
expressing a pugnacity th at will overcome 
opposition; a huge nose, th a t shows, w ith 
reading assistance of the othor features, 
m uch force of character and a m an who 
would be a leader in a business enterprise. 


th e lips, w hile am iability and jollity raise 
them . 
There 
are always curved lines 
about the 
m ouths 
of 
the gentle and 
affectionate and angular hard lines there 
in the morose, selfish and mean. The vul­ 
gar and vain have a short, aproning upper 
Tip. the affectionate, trustful and tender a 
full thin-skinned under one; and in those 
especially noted for the strength of their 
friendship the lower lip is filled w ith trans­ 
verse wrinkles. 
A thin. pale under lip 
m eans just the opposite of this. A long, 
thin upper lip unfailingly indicates self­ 
esteem . dignity and som etim es hauteur. 
The ideal lips are like the form of Apollo’s 
bow. The upper Ho when stiff and short 
expresses love of praise and obstinacy. (In­ 
formed, oaterpillarish lip s show vice and 
sensuality. The transcendently pure-m inded 
have a t m aturity unoim olen faces, unin­ 
flamed eyelids, nearly always pure com ­ 
plexions, b rig h t eyes and beautiful lips.

GOSSIP. 
People of great am bition, will-power and 
energy have rather large to very large and 
c ose set jaws. They seldom w histle and 
rath er infrequently laugh. 
The chatter­ 
boxes and the gay usually have light jaws. 
Disproportionately sm all m ouths generally 
indicate lack of steadfastness in sentim ent 
or depth of passion. 
Combativeness, decision and coarseness 
are usually m anifested bv a big chin. 
A double chin the world over m eans de­ 
light in the opposite sex. W hat a double 
chin is is indicated bv the a rtist’s pencil. A 
sharp-pointed chin frequently m eans fine­ 
ness of organization, w hile if flat and sharp 
horizontally, unfailingly indicates fickle­ 
ness in affection and lack of steadfastness 
in business pursuits- A m att w ith a reced­ 
ing chin seldom succeeds in any vocation 
dem anding decision, great energy and lead­ 
ership. 


CURIOSITY. 
Som etim es there are com binations th a t 
offset or modify the m eaning of the sign 
value of other features. 
It is this th a t puz­ 
zles the face reader and it is a fact also to 
which physiognom ists have paid little at­ 
tention. A big Roman nose indicating will, 
force or leadershin is belied by an insig­ 
nificant receding chin, show ing lack of 
com bativeness and tenacity. 
Som etim es 
we see a m outh indicating affection lose its 
sign value because we find a haw k nose, 
expressing severity, or a flat pointed chin, 
denoting lack of steadfastness in affection. 
Often a dish nose-pointed, expressing ob­ 
trusive < uriosity. is neutralized in its tru e 
m eaning by an am iable m outh aud culture 
indicated by fine brows. 


FOURTEEN AND FORTY. 
J. G. Holland had a positively ugly m outh, 
w hile George E liot’s was vulgar. W ebster, 
though bibulous, had a tine m outh, because 
bis affections were so strong, his dignity so 
grand, his intellect so m ighty, overw helm ed 
th e less purer propensity and erased the 
sign. 


TYPES, 
A Dr. Jekyll and Mr. lls do ch aracter is 
n ot inconsistent. A m an m aybe revengeful, 
and at tim es oven m urderous, having all 
the baser propensities in a great decree. To 
fit tho character he m ust have tho mtelloc- 
lectual faculties surpassingly powerful. He 
can have the money m aking faculty fully 
developed. But he m ust have cunning, will 
power and vanity. 
He m ust have tho 
cunning 
to 
cover 
up 
the lava 
fires 
after 
secret eruptions. 
He m ust have 
a suprem o will power to accom plish his 
designs. But vanity or love of praise or 
fear of blam e is th e suprem est feeling 
through his career. It can inflict more 
m ental agony than outraged conso'ence or 
excite more selfish oleAsure than any other 
faculty, sentim ent or propensity, lf it lie 
dorm ant because of a m om ent’s introspec­ 
tive thought, conscience, if active, steal- 
thily senas in the wan spectre of remorse. 
So having the cunning to cover tm the re­ 
sults of hereditary brutish propensities, and 
vanity im pelling nim to guard the honora­ 
ble position in society achieved by his in­ 
tellectual attainm ents, he lives essentially 
a dual life. Only when the will power loses 
its governing force does the m an of honor 
become the b ru te —th e Dr. Jekyll become 
th e Mr. Hyde. 


AMBITION AND SELF-ESTEEM. 
Of all the features the m outh is the m ost 
expressive, not excepting the eye. As the 
eye move especially represents the intel­ 
lectual, the nose and chin will power, en- 
ergv and tenacity, so the m outh expresses 


I sentim ent, p u n ty and passion. Tho teeth 
wide apart do not indicate a roving disposi­ 
tion, or when overcrowded anything more 
than lack of proper dental attention in tho 
processof grow th. Large eye teeth show a 
. currish propensity, aud sm ell squirrel-like 
! incisors in the lower jaw deceit. 


Look Out for Short Bills. 
[Springfield Republican.] 
A local business m an has lately been 
tw ice m ade the victim of a fraud th a t is 
not common am ong crooks in the “green.” 
On presenting m oney a t the bank for de­ 
posit. he has had $5 bills returned as w orth­ 
less because they were too short. 
On exam ination it was found th a t a sec­ 
tion from one-half of an inch to one inch in 
w idth had been cut out of tho bills, and 
th at the rem aining sections had been pasted 
together.

A m ateur actor (whose finances are getting 
low)—Mr. H ighnp, a num ber of my friends 
have insisted on my having a benefit per­ 
form ance of some k ind, assisted by the best 
ta ’e u tin th e town, and at their suggestion 
I have draw n up, or rattier copied off, this 
petition or request, asking m e to nam e a 
date at which I will appear in some standard 
com ody, and I h av e D rought it to you first, 
as one of the leading citizen of the place, 
for your signature. 
Mr. H ighup (greatly pleased)—Certainly. 
(Signs his nam e'. 
A m ateur actor (a few houri later)—Mr. 
Lo wdown.here’s a docum entthatM r.Highup 
and a num ber of other friends have insisted 
on my circulating. Y’ou see there is a long 
string of nam es here, but no paper of this 
kind is com plete w ithout your signature. 
They have all said: “Have you seen Mr.

Not Our Mother’s Pie.

I t is hard to tell a t this tim e of year 
w hether a m an has care on Ilia m ind or a 
Grief or na el an ch oTv droops the corners of • piece of m ince pie in his stom ach. 


To speak briefly and generally of the 
essential qualifications for success on the 
stage. I should suggest, in the first place, a 
study of all the sm all Darts in th e popular 
plays of Shakespeare. Then one ought also 
to learn som ething of costumes. This m eans 
an intelligent idea of history and geogra­ 
phy. Som ething should be know n of m usic, 
and also of dancing and fencing, and such 
other arts as deve op the body. One thing 
the learner m ust rem em ber, and th a t is th at 
th e actor's m eans of conveying his ideas are 
not only his face and voice, b u t his action. 
A well-equipped body is a ncosssary form for 
th e fit expression of a well equipped mind. 
One of the first necessities of a young actor 
is appreciation; those who begin by ridicule 
seldom can achieve any earnestness of pur­ 
pose. T here m ust he a study of w hat has to 
be done; not only w hat the author does, but 
w hat he aim s at. The beginner m ust study 
not only the actors who show the m eans of 
carrying out th eir ideas, but he m ust also 
study the types of persons whom tho actors 
are trying to personate. A d art should be 
taken in every perform ance possible, and 
th e young actor should alw ays do his best. 
He should not consider any p art as beneath 
him . For a long tim e it takes the m ost 
earnest effort, not so m uch to create suc­ 
cess as to avoid failure. A m ateur com pa­ 
nies are useful for purposes of study. 
Yon must work the sum to prove It, 
Said the Yankee answering drum. 
Au actor m ust do som ething before his 
intentions can be conveyed. 
The word 
“actor” Itself is a lesson if the begm nerw ill 
only study it. There should also alw ays be 
cultivated aw o rlh y bearing and up rig h t­ 
ness in every form. T here is som ething in 
the habitual carriage of a m an or woman 
th a t tells the public som ething m ore th an 
the best of intentions. It is com paratively 
easy to descend in a conception or repre­ 
sentation of a chai actor, but for an un­ 
w orthy nature to realize w orthiness is an 
up-hill task. T here is no royal road to suc­ 
cess on the stage, and there Is no success 
w ithout hard work. 
H e n r y I r v in g . 
l a w r e n c e B arrett’* Advice. 
As to the requirem ents for success on the 
stage, I would m ention youth, presence, 
voice, refinem ent, sensibility, im agination, 
habits of industry, strong personal charac­ 
ter and good health. 
The proper place to 
study is the theatre. 
One should begin at 
th e bottom of th e ladder and work his w a y ; 
through th e different grades. In the m ean­ 
tim e the m ind should be im proved by 
study, paying especial attention to history, 
poetry and dram atic literature. By keeping 
good company, th e healthy tone of the m ind 
should be retained, ju st as a m usical instru­ 
m ent should bo kept in pure air and free 
from contact w ith a foul atm osphere. 
One should be more needful of blam e 
than braise 
Excessive work is excessive 
practice. The better the th eatre the better 
the m anagem ent and greater the advantage 
to tho actor. The parts th a t one can play 
are found for them . 
Many com edians 
im agine th at they are tragedians, but th eir 
place on th a t stage is n o tin their control. 
As in other professions, success depends 
upon the character of the individual. 
L a w r e n c e B a r r e t t . 
Good Dancer* M ak e Good Actresses. 
T he best actresses th a t we have had are 
those who w ere originally dancers. 
The 
rudim ents of dancing give grace and ease of 
carriage. The first thing to do, even before 
studying acting, is to tak e lessons in danc­ 
ing and deportm ent. 
Unless there is some n atu ral talen t one 
can never become a good actress. 
If a 
person 
is 
wooden 
you 
cannot 
grind 
acting into her. 
W ithout 
the natural 
aptitude no 
am ount 
of 
training 
will 
bring 
one 
into 
prom inence. 
A 
good 
speaking 
voice 
is 
necessary; 
w ith 
a 
harsh, unpleasant voice one can never suc­ 
ceed. Good personal appearance is a great 
advantage, but even th a t is of no use w ith­ 
out aptitude. A pretty girl w ithout expres­ 
sion is like so m uch putty. Due less pretty, 
but with expression lighting u p the face, 
will do Detter. Beauty goes a lo n g ways, 
however, and fairly good looks, w ith art to 
do what nature has neglected, will help an 
actress greatly. A good figure is of the u t­ 
m ost im portance. Girls w ith a bad figure 
never succeed—even art will not pull them 
through. 
To learn acting the beginner should place 
herself under a good instructor. 
Almost 
an .' girl may bo tau g h t to play inferior and 
ingenuo parts, but w ithout talen t they will 
never become great actresses. One m ay be 
naturally a born actress, and do all th e bet 
ter w ithout instruction. N atural gifts help 
trem endously, but one cannot jum p at once 
into a position. The only way is to begin by 
playing ail kinds of parts, and work up. 
Jum ping on the stage as Ju liet is not the 
way to become a good actress. Burlesque is 
one of th e best >chools for acting, although 
people do not th in k so. You m ust dance a 
little,sing a little,speak lines w ith point,and 
learn a little of everything. Thus you get on 
m ore rapidly than in any other way. In my 
early days I played about six parts a week. 
It was hard work. but In this way < ne learns 
how to act*better than w ith a m aster. A 
tragedienne m ust 
learn 
elocution, etc., 
w ith a m aster, but if a girl has a good edu­ 
cation and natural talent actual stage work 
is the best instructor. Many of the m ost 
successful actresses owe th eir success to the 
authors who w rite plays for them . Thus 
th e Bancrofts owe theirs to Wobertson. who 
w rote "Society. 
"Ours,” “C aste.” etc., for 
them . It is of great im portance to have a 
good m anage?—in fact, it is half the battle 
of success. 
L y d ia T h o m p s o n . 
A bility and Opportunities. 
It all depends on the abilities and th e op­ 
portunities of a person w hether he will suc­ 
ceed on Hie stage or not. Experience is tho 
host teacher. A cting w ith am ateur com pa­ 
nies m ay bo of some assistance, but tho 
study of elocution as it is generally tau g h t 
is apt to do more harm th an good. 
It 
m akes a person artificial and gives them a 
way of act mg and talking not th eir own. 
This is not natural, and therefore not good 
acting. 
T hirty years ago, if an actor ap­ 
peared on the stage and talked and acted 
naturally, he was thought too tam e and 
would not satisfy the audience. 
They 
w anted som ething different. 
The elocu­ 
tionists tau g h t th a t 
an 
actor 
should 
take 
so 
m any 
steps 
forward. 
say 
so m any words, and m ake certain ges­ 
tures. 
and 
affect 
a 
certain 
m anner. 
Now it is different. An actor m ust be natu ­ 
ral to succeed. If he resorts to alternation 
in m anner and speech, and to peculiar 
m ethods to cover up his lack of ability, lie 
m ay attract attention like the dude on 
F ifth avenue. But dress him in ordinary 
garb and he sinks nto insignificance. 
An actor should have intelligence and 
education, but studying elocution and drill­ 
ing m ay do as m uch harm as good. Prac­ 
tice in a good com pany is the be<t teacher. 
I engage each of the m em bers of my corn­ 
ual iy for the work th a t they are to do. I see 
th a t they do th eir wart ju st the way th at I 
w ant it done. There is no rule th a t can be 
set down for succeeding on the stage, and I 
dislike to give m y ideas on any subject th at 
is under discussion, for the reason th at I 
will be called either an old fogy or in ad­ 
vance of the tim e, and it is safer to keep 
out of public controversies. 
D e n m a n T h o m p s o n . 
A T ranrerty Queen’s V iew s. 
There is a great craze am ong young girls 
just out of school to go on the stage. Many 
of them are aw kw ard and have not the 
necessary physical requirem ents, yet they 
feel very m uch h u rt if I try to discourage 
them . One m ust have a good physical ap­ 
pearance to do well on the stage. In tragedy 
roles height is necessary, but it is not so 
im portant in comedy. An expressive face 
is required. I th in k the m outh is more ex­ 
pressive than the eves. One should have a 
fair share of intelligence, a m odicum of 
good 
looks, 
a 
sweet 
voice, and the 
rest 
depends

application. 
I 
don’t 
believe 
in 
schools of 
acting, but th in k it better 
for aspirants to work th eir way u p o n tho 
stage. All eminent, actors and actresses have 
come up in th ;s way. I oung gin s who re­ 
cite at parlor entertainm ents, ami are suc­ 
cessful. will find it verv diff erent to act w ith 
the ensem ble of the stage. They lack the 
practical experience th at only stage work 
gives.and usually have to unlearn w hat has 
peen taught them and begin at the founda- 
tion.

A fter a beginning bas been m ade, a young 
m an or a young woman should get iu acorn- 
panv w ith artists of em inence, and should be 
on the qui vive to watch them . Much can be 
learned from observation. W hen not acting 
stand in the entrance and watch every ges 
turc and the delivery ol every word. Ap­ 
plication is everything. It connected with a 
legitim ate company, study un other parts 
aside from your own, so as to be able to go 
on at a m om ent’s notice. Tile profession is 
full of opportunities, and a young actor or 
actress should always bo ready to take ad­ 
vantage of them . The ability to acquire 
lines is a great help. W omen have a quicker 
grasp of lines than m en. and also retain the 
Bnes better. Shakespeare’s plays, and those 


by Sheridan Knowles end others In blank 
verse, are easiest to rem em ber. If I b a re 
not played one of them for five vears I can 
go on with it ju st the same. The m odern 
soc ety dram as are evanescent. T he lines 
leaz e you as soon as th e piece is changed. 
The old comedies are easy to rem em ber. The 
success of an actor or actress depends very 
m uch upon Hie ability of the stage m anager. 
He is a m uch more im portant person now 
th an be was 30 years ago. 
M a r ie W a in w r ig h t . 
The Pnblte Settles It. 
Success now depends m ore upon th e 
w him s of th e public than th e m erit of th e 
actor or actress. T hus we see plays success­ 
ful in which the scene painter and th e 
costum er are m ost conspicuous, and in 
which th ere is no good acting. A t th e pres­ 
en t tim e buffoonery and burlesque draw 
better th an legitim ate dram a. People who 
com m ence at th e top of th e ladder are 
popular and draw crowds, w hile th e hard­ 
w orking artists are ignored. I m ight teach 
certain principles and lay down certain 
rules for th e student, b u t if they are fol­ 
lowed th e public taste m ay dem and some­ 
thing different and brush them aside. Sensa­ 
tional acting mav be preferred to good care­ 
ful work. 
Yet to become a good actor, 
one should com m ence a t the beginning' 
and learn the fundam ental principles of th e 
art. Ju st as one learns the alphabet, spell­ 
ing. gram m ar, orthoepy, syntax, and then 
may become a poet or m ay n o t; it is in act­ 
ing. One m ay learn all of th e principles and 
rules, yet if it is not in them they will not 
succeed. Some have natu ral gifts, w hich 
enable them to develop into good artists, 
w hile others sim ply have a desire to show 
off. and do not com prehend art a t all. 
One person has a gift for music, another- 
for art. and another for acting. 
These 
shape the career of th e individual and: 
enable them to succeed in th e line for 
which they are adapted. T alent has been' 
term ed patience—patience to study, prac­ 
tice and work in a certain line, and develop 
powers th a t one is gifted with. If a person 
has a gift for acting, it is m erely a question 
of proper training and application.

THE HEART OF MAN. 


Dr. Hammond Says It is a M istake to 
Suppose the H eart Always in Action. 
—Why Death Often Comes in the- 
Twinkling of an Eye. 
[Copyrighted, 1889, by the Author.] 
The h eart m ay be described as a hollow 
m uscle, th e function of w hich is to pum o 
properly aerated blood to every p art of 
the body. In order th a t this action m ay be 
perform ed th e blood w hich has served 
its purposes in th e economy, and w hich 
is loaded w ith w orn out m aterial, enters 
one of th e cham bers of th e h eart called 
th e left auricle. It thence passes into the- 
left ventricle, and from th a t cavity is pro­ 
pelled into th e lungs, w here it is sub­ 
jected to the action of the oxygen of th e 
air, w hereby its im purities are removed: 
and it is rendered fit to again assum e th e 
office of nourishing th e body. From th e 
lungs it passes into th e rig h t auricle, then; 
into th e rig h t ventricle, from which it is 
sen t out to every part of the Bystem, ac*' 
com plishing. its work of nourishing the. 
tissues, an a w hen this is fulfilled retu rn in g 
to the h eart as before, and so on unceasingly 
w hile life lasts. This round of work is 
called th e circulation of the blood, dis­ 
covered in part by th a t great genius M ichael 
Seroitus. whom Jo h n Calvin caused to bo 
burned a t tho stake, and th a t equally re­ 
m arkable m an, W illiam Harvey, who was 
persecuted by his brother physicians for 
having discovered som ething of w hich they 
were ignorant. 
It does not require m uch 
anatom ical 
know ledge for a person to understand th a t 
in order for th e heart to do its work in a 
thoroughly good way its valves m ust be i a 
perfect order, and th e substance of which it* 
is composed in such a state of integrity ad 
will enable it to act w ith sufficient force. If* 
for instance, th e valves are so diseased that; 
they do not open and sh u t in an entirely 
norm al m anner 
The m ood W ill be Unable to Get O at 
of the h eart as freely as is necessary. If tho 
m uscular tissue which form s th e walls of 
th e h eart is from any cause w eak or ineffi-', 
cieut in its action it will not contract upon! 
tho blood in its cham bers w ith th e requisite! 
degree of force, hence th e organs of th e ! 
body will not receive th eir due supply of) 
life giving fluid. In either case serious and' 
even fatal consequences m ay result. 
It is the general im pression am ong those 
who do pot stop to co n sid erth at th e heart is 
continually in action, b ut such is really very 
far from boing the fact, for apout one-third 
p art of the life of the organ is passed in 
absolute rest. T hus it dilates to receive the 
blood, it contracts to expel the blood, and it 
rests between these two actions. By sim ply 
putting th e finger on -the pulse tho tru th of 
this assertion will be readily dem onstrated. 
The artery at th e wrist, for instance, will be 
felt to dilate, aud then there is quite an ap­ 
preciable interval before it is felt again, 
and this 
m arks 
the 
repose 
of 
th e 
h e a rt 
This 
period 
varies 
greatly 
in 
different 
persons 
and 
under 
dif­ 
ferent circum stances, and sometimes, as 
in levers or conditions of great exhaustion 
tho pulsations follow each other w ith such, 
a great degree of rapidity th a t ti e interval 
between them eau scarcely bo pleasured, 
In other instances the pulsations are so 
very slow th a t th e im pression th at tho 
h eart has entirely stopped m ay be obtained. 
O rdinarily, and in norm al conditions of tho 
system and in adults, the pulsations vary in 
n um ber from GO to so iii a m inute, b u t this 
rule is not w ithout its exceptions. I have 
known healthy persons in whom the h eart 
beats were as few as 40 a m inute, and 
others in whom it exceeded OO. They are 
generally increased in all persons by m en­ 
tal 
excitem ent, by stim ulating food or; 
drink, or even by an ordinary m eal and by; 
physical exercise. 
I think it undoubtedly true th a t the heart* 
beats more rapidly at the present day th an 
it did 50 years ago. A result which m ust 
bo ascribed to the greater m ental activity 
of th e age. As a consequence 
The Heart Wear* Out More Q uickly , 
now th an it did w ith our ancestors, and 
cases of h eart weakness and h eart failure, I 
w hich in form er tim os were alm ost u n -1 
known, are now quite common. 
Like every other muscle of th e body, th e 
h eart is strengthened by exercise, but this! 
exercise m ust be system atic, regular and 
not so excessive as to m ake too great a 
dem and on th e powers of 
tho organ. 
For 
instance 
a 
person who 
has not! 
been in the habit of taking m uch physical 
exercise has a heart, which, like all th e 
other m uscles of th e body, is com paratively, 
weak. 
He is suddenly forced to exert him ­ 
self in a m anner which is unusual to him . 
Ile runs a hundred yards or so, or rapidly 
ascends a long and steep staircase. 
This 
exertion causeshim to breathe more rapidly 
than is natural to hun, the blood m ust ba 
sent into the lungs in increased quantity, 
tile h eart m ust respond to tho dem ands 
m ade upon it, and in order to accom plish 
its work its pulsations are greatly increased 
in num ber. It m ay be unable to accom plish 
its task and it suddenly stops altogether, 
and in the tw inkling of an eye death en-' 
sues. 
A nother m ay th in k he is leading a very 
regular life, his business is of a sedentary 
character, and when lie lias to go from 
place to place he rides in a horse car or 
drives in a carriage. Ile probably does not 
walk altogether as m uch as a q uarter of a 
m ile a day. Suddenly some violent etna- 
tion is excited w ithin him , the heart par­ 
ticipates in 
th e general distutbance, ll 
throw s more blood into the lungs than they 
can m anage, th e pulm onary vessels are 
clogged, it cannot overcome the obstacle of 
a colum n of alm ost stagnant blond, it stops 
and the individual is dead of h eart failure, 
We can scarcely pick up a new spaper w ith­ 
out reading of some such occurrences as 
these not the result of organic disease o f 
the h eart such as derangem ent of its valves,? 
but a functional disorder. 
The R esult of a Vicious Mode of Life, 
T hat in m any cases the h eart m a y b e ’ 
strengthened by proper hygienic m easures 
and m edical treatm en t is a question. Iu 
regard to this there is no doubt. System ­ 
atic but m oderate exercise,which, strength­ 
ening Hie other m uscles of the body, also 
strengthens the heart, is probably the most 
valuable of all the m eans to be adoDted/ 
and of this clim bing heights should be a 
prom inent feature. A person unaccustom ed 
to 
this 
kind 
of 
physical 
exertion 
should of course proceed very carefully, 
and under tho direction of a physician, 
till tho 
body bas 
become 
habituated 
to the work. Abe food should be of tha 
m ost nutritious character, not over stimu* 
latins, and especially not excessive in quan-, 
kity. Tobacco, if used a t all. should be used 
iii m oderation, for it is very certain th a t in­ 
ordinate indulgenee iii this direct on w eak­ 
ens the heart. 
The like is true of alco-/ 
boite drinks of all kinds. The mode of life 
should be such as to m ilitate against th e 
accum ulation of fat in the body. The heart 
of a m an weighing 150 pounds, for instance, 
m ay be strong enough for all th e pur, 
poses of life: but if he m akes his body 
weigh 200 pounds, th e 
proper 
propon 
tion is destroyed and the h eart is rela^ 
tively weak. 
The M ateria Medica em ­ 
braces several agents which are directly 
heart tonics, aud by the m e of w hich the 
tone of the organ is increased; but they 
are not to be employed w ithout the advice 
, of a physician. It is ust as easy to m ake 
the heart strong as it is to strengthen th e 
; m uscles of the arm s or legs. A u d it proper 
views on this subject can be cau ed to pre­ 
vail and to he. ctri'ied out in practice we snail 
I hear less of w eak heart and heart failure, 
i A person will then be able dispense w ith ac 
' elevator when lie has to ascend to th 
seventh or eighth story of a building, anc 
he can then indulge in a fit of anger, i 
so disposed, w ithout running th e risk o 
dropping dead a t th e feet of bxs antagonist

China a Country Where 
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Have No Chance.

P eking, China, December, 1888.—One of 
the oldest things in this old capital of China 
is its newspaper. The Pekins Gazette has 
been published almost daily for 800 years. 
It is the oldest newspaper in the world. It 
was read by the Chinese centuries before 
America was discovered. 
Its first conies 
were struck off hundreds of years before 
Gutenberg gave printing to Europe, and it 
was in existence OOO years before the Frank­ 
ford Gazette, the first daily newspaper of our 
civilization, began its publ cation in 1615. 
Age has, however, produced 
no more 
change upon it than upon the Chinese peo­ 
ple, and its contents are much the same 
today as they were when it was founded in 
the darkness of the middle ages. Its method 
of printing is the same and it is still set ud 
from movable type of wood and struck off 
in dark, low rooms by the long fingernailed 
hands of these almond-eyed celestials. Still 
it is the most aristocratic paper in the 
world, and the Chinese emperors of the past 
have been its editors. It is the official organ 
of the Chinese government and it is simply 
a record of official acts and reports. It i3 a 
crime to add to or subtract from It in its re­ 
publication. TheChinesegovernment allows 
no comments upon its acts, ana this is the 
only organ by which these millions of peo­ 
ple, making up more than one-fourth of the 
whole world, can know what their ruler 
is doing. 
The Peking Gazette is edited within the 
holy of holies of China—in the forbidden 
city where the Emperor lives. The reports 
from all parts of China and its provinces 
come in daily to the imperial editorial 
desk, and with a red pencil his majesty 
m arks the characters 
which 
indicate 
whether they are to go into the waste bas­ 
ket, or are to be pasted on the bill-boards 
of 
the 
palace, 
from 
whence 
the 
scribes 
take 
them down for the use 
of 
tho 
newspaper. 
Tho 
first 
copies 
are 
written, 
and 
these 
beautifully 
engrossed command, Colonel Denby t lls 
me. a price of SHM) a year. Private print­ 
ing firms buy these copies and republish 
them. They are set up in Peking and all 
over China, and are sold in many cases 
almost as cheaply as are our American 
newspapers. Some editions go for : 0 cents 
a month, and there are Chinese clubs who 
subscribe together and take their turns at 
reading the various issuos of the Gazette. 
John Chinaman does not move by electric­ 
ity. and the 
V e ilin g G a z e t t e a M o n t h Old 
seems to suit him quite as well as that of 
yesterday. 
A copy of this great journal lies before 
me. It is bound in imperial yellow, but it 
looks more like a cheap patent medicine 
advertisement in the shapo of a long, flabby 
account book than a great metropolitan 
newspaper. 
You could make 500 Peking 
Gazettes of one of the Sunday editions of 
this paper. 
It is not as large as an official 
envelope, though its shape is much the 
same. Three inches wide and 6 inches long, 
it contains about 16 paces of Chinese char­ 
acters, 
There are about seven lines of 
words on each page, and these run up 
and down the paper from top to bot­ 
tom, instead of from left to right across 
the page as with us. 
The paper is of a 
tinted white, and between tho lines are 
stripes of red. The whole is bound with 
two paper strings within a paper cover of 
cheap yellow, and the beginning of its read­ 
ing m atter is at the back of the book instead 
of at the fiont. It contains no advertise­ 
ments, no editorials and no social gossip. 
The latest Manchu archery match and 
sporting news is not reported in it. and you 
will not find the prices of camel’s or dog’s 
meat, nor other market reports within its 
columns. It is not cried upon the streets. 
and there aro no newsboys in Pekine. W hat 
its circulation is it is impossible to say, on 
account of its being reprinted by so raimv 
firms. It is well known, however, that all 
China reads it. for carriers carry copies of it 
to tile various provinces, and it is discussed 
and read by tho educated people of tho 
cities. 
The Peking Gazette is translated into 
English, and the Chinese Times of Tientsin 
and the North China Herald of Shanghai 
devote a part of their space to it daily. 
From these translations oho gets the inside 
and most authentic ideas of China, and by 
reading between the lines one sees that tile 
Chinese people are the same now as they 
have been in the centuries of the past. The 
doings of the Emperor are all reported, and 
his gou-like character appears on every 
page. In the Peking Gazette of Decern bel­ 
lo I see it stated that theEmnerorwlll go at 
C.30 a. rn. of the morrow to inspect the 
prayer which is to ne recited at the sacrifice 
to heaven, and that after the burning of the 
sacrifice he will proceed to the hall of fast­ 
ing. From a copy of last year I see it an­ 
nounced that he will go iii person, January 
2, to a temple 
A u d P r a y fo r S n o w , 
the want of which is being seriously felt, 
and that similar prayers will be offered at 
the same time at other state temples by 
nobles, princes and other members of the 
imperial nobility. An extract of a few days 
later shows that these prayers were notin 
vain, for the Gazette states “that the Empe­ 
ror has sent out 
a 
decree expressing 
his profound gratitude 
for 
the grate­ 
ful 
snow 
wliich 
has 
lalleu 
to the 
depth of five inches after his prayer. 
The same paper states that he proposes to 
f:othat day to offer sacrifices to the god of 
iterature. and that he will, a few days 
ater, offer sacrifices to the god of war. 
From the issue of the al st of last January 
I sec that ho then conducted tho -pnng 
sacrifices, and on the 15th of last April a 
decree is published stating that the Em­ 
peror will go out at -1.45 a. in. to visit the 
temple of agriculture, and to go through 
the ceremony of ploughing. Such extracts 
are putdished daily in the Peking < iaretto. 
They show how the Emperor of China is 
the god. saint and king of his peop’e. 
Other extracts give some idt a of lits 
palace life, and some show that, though in­ 
fallible, lie is not immortal. Here is one 
stating that 20 roots of gingseng. which is 
the cuieall of China, was sent to the Em­ 
peror from the Governor of Kirin. It gives 
their weight at 9Mi ounces, and their value 
at about 42500. This is considerable over 
$200 an ounce. Gingseng is worth in Amer­ 
ica. I ani told. about OO cents a pound, but 
in China it brings more than its weight in 
gold. The full story of the Emperor’s com­ 
ing marriage may be read in tins Gazette, 
and the condition of Ids wardrobe may be 
told by velvets and other things which are 
foi warded to th r palace. It gives the full 
record of all the receipts of the government, 
and I see that offices are sometimes sold, 
aud that five literary degrees lately went 
for about S-tOOO. 
T h e C h a r itie s of th e U m p ire 
are also reported, and the celestial heart 
grows as tender sometimes as does that of 
the Christian. On the second of May, 1887, 
I see that Li Hung Chang has given 13.000,- 
000 pounds of rice and more than 8100,000 
to the sufferers of a famine in his province, 
and that on the 14th of June $15,000 were 
collected for the poor in the Canton prov­ 
ince. and that a literary graduate there has

lately donated 2200 teals to found a charita­ 
ble school. 
The crime notes of this official paper are 
numerous and the horrors of purgatory may 
be read in the lines fixiug Hie punishment. 
The sentences where the criminals are to 
be sliced to death arc manx'. Sicangling is 
common and decapitation is an easy method 
of taking off. The bastinado and dogging 
are found iii nearly every issue, and.! see 
that corrupt officials are ( ften degraded 
from their ranks. In a country where an­ 
cestral worship prevails, the most terrible 
crime is the killing of parents, and parri­ 
cides are in China, invaribly sliced. The 
punishment of slicing to death means the 
cutting off of one member at a time. Fin­ 
ger by finger, ear by ear, toe by toe, and the 
legs bv inches.until the criminal at last dies 
under the torture. Here is a decree of such 
a punishment which shows that the insan­ 
ity dodge does not prevail in China, and 
that the insane murderer gets the same de­ 
serts as the sane one. The decree was pub­ 
lished on the 16th of last July, and the 
crime occurred in the province where I 
write this letter. I copy the decree verba­ 
tim. The article is headed: 
A P arricid e by a Maniac, 
It reads: Ll Hung Chang reports having 
passed sentence upon a man who killed his 
father during a fit of temporary derange­ 
ment. 
Whang Tsaitou had always been 
subject to fits of temporary msanitv, which 
rendered him unconscious of what he was 
doing as long as they lasted, 
As he was 
not dangerous his father had not reported 
his case to the authorities, as lie did not 
want him placed in confinement. 
One 
morning last March he went into a baker’s 
shop and began to dance about wildly in 
one of his fits of insanity. His father came 
iii and ordered him home, whereupon he 
picked up a cleaver and struck the old 
man upon the head and neck, killing him. 
At the inquest he was not able to talk, and 
jabbered away in a kind of gibberish. The 
law says that the son who, sane or insane, 
kills his father, shall suffer death bv the 
slicing process, and this is the sentence that 
has been passed in the present instance. 
Tile neighbors who had not reported the 
man s insanity to the officers, and who have 
therefore rendered themselves liable to tho 
same penalty as for not preventing the 
commission of a murder, have been fined 
and given IOO blows each, 
On the 27th of last (reptomber I see that 
a murderer who killed a rival through 
jealousy was sentenced to bo strangled and 
that the woman in tile case was Hogged 
with IOO blows for loose living. 


dollars. He forms a horrible sight, and one 
gladly gives to get rid of him. 
Speaking of the board of punishments, 
this board bas the control of all the punish­ 
ments of the empire, and it might be called 
the udicial department of tho Emperor’s 
cabinet. The Emperor is. you know, an 
absolute monarch. His word is the word of 
God to the I hinese. and he does as ho 
pleases. He has, however, his cabinet, and 
this great empire has its government or­ 
ganization even as have the other nations of 
the world. It has its civil service, founded 
largely upon literary culture, and the lit­ 
erary graduate here ranks higher than the 
military hero. The Emperor has Ids grand 
secretariat, consistingof chancellors and as­ 
sistants who assist him with his edicts and 
decrees, and who lay matters before bim. 
He has a great council of state with which 
he consults every morning between 5 and 6 
o’clock, and this is made up of a 
N u m b e r of I m p e r ia ! P r in c e s . 
of secretaries, chancellors and other influ­ 
ential men connected* witn the six great 
boards of the empire. These morning meet­ 
ings might be called cabinet councils, and 
it is at these that the chief official appoint­ 
ments are made. 


A PAIR OF THIEVES. 


It is almost impossible to conceive that 
such cruelties exist in this la'ter part of the 
nineteenth century, but they do exist here 
in full force, aud the board of punishments 
of Peking passes upon such sentences daily. 
Even the most ordinary puiiishments of 
China ave horrible to us. and the torture of 
the cangue can hardly be appreciated. 
During this cold December day I saw sit­ 
ting on one of the narrow streets near Hie 
Tartar wall a Chinaman with a board four 
feet square so fastened about his neck that 
he had just room to turn his head through 
the hole in tit.' centre. 
His hands were 
tied. and his bare feet were bound by a 
chain. His queue was unkempt, and black I 
bristles two inches long had grown up all 
I 
over his unshaved head. Beside him stood 
another man with a similar board about 1 
his neck. and the two wore chained together. I 
Doon these hoards were pasted bills con­ 
taining Chinese characters, showing that i 
they had been guilty of some petty offence, 
and were doomed to wear these boards for I 
weeks. The boards were so fixed ihat they I 
could not feed themselves, and they shiv- j 
ered and howled as the cold winds from the 
Mongolian mountains came through their 
ragged clothes. 
I Snapped My Camera 'Upon T hem , 
and took their photographs, but I cannot 
photograph the heart-sickening sight in pen 
and ink. 
One’s feelings are severely worked upon 
by the poverty and cruelties of China. I 
have seen beggars who shivered and howled 
for alms covered with nothing more than a 
strip of loosely woven coffee sacking; and 
every time I go ou the wide street w hich 
runs towards the pala e I am pursued by a 
half-naked boy without arms. He holds 
up his bare stumps of shoulders at me 
and keeps pace with my donkey until I 
throw bim some cash. W hether ho was 
born as he is I do not know, bur I am told 
it is not nit uncommon thing for parents 
and others to mutilate children in order 
that they may bo used as beggars. Beggars 
sometimes cut themselves, and there is a 
priest bere who goes around hedging with 
a i iron skewer stuck through his check. 
He moves this about so a to keep the cheek 
continually sore and goes along with a brass 
basin which he pushes into your face as he 
asks for alms 
He has a keen eve to busi­ 
ness, too. and he would not allow himself to 
be photographed for less than six Mexican i 


The six great boards administer the busi­ 
ness of the government much as do our 
great departments at Washington. Each 
has two presidents, four vice presidents and 
a number of clerks and directors. The best 
of the offices art* equally divided between 
the Manchus and Chinese, for it must be re­ 
membered that tho Manchus or Tartars are 
practically the governing class of China, 
and that a Tartar emperor has sat on the 
tim ne for hundr tis oi years. 
These six boards are the treasury depart­ 
ment, the board of the civil oince. toe board 
of r to-i and ceremonies, tho board of war, 
the board of punishments and the board of 
works, which m ight bo called the interior 
department, 
it is the treasury department 
which takes charge of tile government 
funds, which makes out the lists of girls 
eligible for the imperial harem, and which 
has charge of tho revenues. I visited this 
great department of these 400.000,OOO of 
people yesterday. 
It looked more like 
a barn-yard than a government office, 
and Colonel Denby. our American min­ 
ister to Peking, and myself had to -top 
carefully to keep our feet clean as we 
walked within the enclosure. Just outside 
there was a pod of muddy water covering 
the entire street, and we walked close to 
tile side of the building to keen from si p 
ping in. Imagine a court covering several 
acres, surrounded by low.shackley, unpaint- 
< d wooden stru Hires, with heavy tiled 
roofs. The doors to theenclosiiro are double, 
and ragged, dirty Chinamen, with long 
queues and porriDousairs. guard them. Upon 
each door is pasted a highly-colored picture 
of a demon, and the doors themselves swing 
on heavy hinges. Iii the interior court yon 
find horses, dogs and donkeys, and here and 
there a great Chinese cart awaiting its 
owner, who is w* rking in one of the stable­ 
like buildings which look out upon it. 
There are no windows but those of paper, 
arid the wholelooks more like the outbuild­ 
ings of some ancestral farmer than any­ 
thing else. Everything seems going to seed. 
There is no attem pt at improvement any­ 
where, and this is Hie condition of all of 
the great government departments of the 
Chinese empire. I found slimy pools in the 
court of the board of public works, and the 
board of rites and ceremonies, which is now 
working on all of the arrangements for tho 
Emperor’s wedding, looks as though it 
m ight have been knocked upout of 
O dd P iec e d from N oah’* Ar k, 
and shows no signs of the IO millions and 
odd dollars which it proposes to spend in 
the marriage celebration of its ruler. This 
board superintends the worshipping of the 
gods, and it supplies the food for banquets 
and sacrifices. Here, however, cleanliness 
is not next to godliness, for every surround­ 
ing is that of dirt and filth. I could not get 
into the board of punishments, though Mr. 
Chesire, the Chinese secretary of our lega­ 
tion, who talks Chinese like a native and 
who knows the people thoroughly, went 
with me anc! tried to persuade the keepers. 
In none of the departments was I able to get 
at the clerks, nor to see much of their mode 
of working. There is no doubt, however, 
but that the government is thoroughly or- 
§ ani zed, and that it keeps good track of the 
oings of this great nation. As to how hon­ 
estly it does so r a question which I shad 
discuss in the future. 
There is one branch, however, which 
does not exist in any of our governments, 
and that is the censorate. 
There are cen­ 
sors everywhere in China. 
These keep 
their eyes upon the various officials and 
they report whether they do their work 
well or badly. They have the right to re­ 
prove every one. front the Emperor to the 
cooley, and though the Emperor can degrade 
them, they often exit cise his actions. They 
pass th ir comments upon the eunuchs of 
the palace, and only a few weeks ago a 
favoiite eunuch of the Empress dowager 
had his head cut off for o u t t i n on too 
many airs and fo improper acts while on a 
trip away from the capital. If one China­ 
man wrongs another he eau appeal to the 
censor, and the cen or will take his case and 
see that he is righted. 
They act thus as 
spies upon the officials, and the spy system 
of China extends to its custom house offices 
and to every part of its government. 
The foreign office ie not one of the great 


boards of the government, and there are a 
number of subordinate boards^ in addition 
to the ones above mentioned. The civil 
service of China would furnish the mate­ 
rial for a large book in its description, and 
its civil service examinations would make 
the white balr of Commissioner Edgerton 
lift his straight silk tile high from his old 
head on * oung shoulders, and w ould make 
Bishop Oberly, our other civil service ex­ 
aminer. turn pale with horror. 
It is esti­ 
mated that about 2.000.000 persons are 
e* amined every year iii China, and that 
only J por cent, of these pass. The candi­ 
dates for off.ee are of all ages, but of only 
ono sex, the male. 
W o m e n H a v e No C h a n c e In C h in a . 
Tho candidates among the men range in 
years from lo to HO. Instances have occurred 
of father, son and grandson appearing at 
the same av amination t< r the sn me degrees, 
and the man who fails honorably in an ex­ 
amination has tho right to enter for the 
next examination and try again. Exam ina­ 
tion halls exist in every province of the 
Chinese empire, and the hall at Canton cov­ 
ers over IO acres and lins more then 8000 
ceils, 
in each of which a student is 
penned 
when 
he 
writes 
his 
exami­ 
nation 
essay. 
It 
is 
necessary 
to 
pass 
three 
examinations 
before 
ono 
can get a high place under the government. 
The first is held in the district in which the 
student lives, and if lie gets this degree tho 
graduate is not subject to corporal punish­ 
ment for ordinary offences, and ho has the 
ciiame, I th ink;, at minor offices. 
This 
m ight be called tho degree of bachelor of 
arts. The examination for the second de­ 
gree is held at the provincial capital, and 
from 4000 to 8000 and upwards appear at 
each of these examinations. At one such 
examination, held not long since the aver 
age age of the students was 3a Sixteen per 
cent, were over 40. One student was 62 
and another 83. 
Supposing the student passes this exam­ 
ination he has then the right to enter the 
great examinations at Beking where, if 
successful, he will get an appointment for 
office. There is stilt a higher examination 
which makes him one of the members of 
Hanlin College, and this rank is the 
highest literary rank iii the empire. 
Ll 
Hung Chang is a Hanlin. and so are many 
of Hie other high officials. 
I visited this 
college the other day. 
It is dfrtv and 
barn-like as tile other government depart* 
monte, and is hardly wot th a description. 
The great examination hall at Beking 
covers I judge, at Ie st 20 acres, and 17,000 
students wore examined iii it a few weeks 
ago. I lie number passed was* I think, about 
2<H). and there were 40 deaths during the 
three days’ test 
The students were all ex­ 
amined as to their clothes and persons, lo 
see w hether they had any notes concealed 
upon them and such as were found guilty 
were prohibited from luturo e amination*, 
and were punished by the cangue in the 
same way as for stealing. Their lathers and 
tutors were also punished. I visited these 
hails today. They fire not what would be 
called halls in America, and they 
Conk M ore I.lke a S to ck y ard 
than anything else. Take a level 20-acre 
field and build within it long rows of nar­ 
row, pen-like cells. Your material isof brick 
and the walls between the cells are thick. 
I lie roofs are of braw tile, and Hie cells 
have no windows, and are open at the front. 
They are not as high as your head, and they 
ore not more than five feet deep nor more 
than four feet wide. in the walls, at dis­ 
tances of two and three feet from the floor, 
aro ledges, in the tops of which boards are 
put to form seat and table, and the whole is 
so arranged that when the scholar is in ho 
cannot get out. Ile is furnished herew ith 
pen. ink and paper, and hero ho sits for 
three days and three nights and writes his 
essay and answers certain questions. T e 
examination is on the Confucian philosophy, 
on the repetition of passages from tho Chi­ 
nese classics and on agriculture, war, poetry 
and finance. Only lately mathematics and 
some of our sciences have been added to 
this, and it is a curious fact that at the 
recent examination the highest grade In 
m athematics was taken by a youth from the 
far west provinces of China. The boy had 
studied his way through mathematical 
science by books alone, and he distanced 
the men of Ute colleges. 
It is impossible to appreciate the severity 
of these examinations. The misplacing of a 
character, a blot upon the manuscript or 
the slightest mistake will impair a whole 
paper, and render the examination void. A 
student at the last test, who had done very 
well up until the last day. then became very 
tired and fell asleep. His candle was over­ 
turned and his papers burnt up. He was 
so oisappo nted oy the accident that he 
killed himself before the examinations were 
over, and, as Is the custom of earing for 
dead students at such times, lits body was 
dragged out through a hole in the wails and 
handed over to his friends for burial.

CONNECTICUT WITCHES. 


Discovery of Papers of the Colonial Secre­ 
ta ry —In 1692 
Mercy 
Disborough, 
Although Convicted, Escaped, 
But 
Others V/ere Hanged. 


N o r w ic h , Conn.. Fob. 15.—Many years 
before witchcraft wavered over that portion 
of the State of Massachusetts in the vicinity 
of Salem, where summary disposals of the 
most barbarous kinds ran riot, before nut­ 
megs were over manufactured from wood, 
or cabbage loaves ingeniously metamor­ 
phosed into tobacco. Connecticut harbored 
agents of Satan, who harrowed alike meu, 
women and children. Historians have sup­ 
pressed it. aged and honored families have 
denied it. hut nevertheless it is so. 
Resuscitated from tho dark and dusty 
garret of the old Wyllis mansion, tho owner 
of which was the colonial secretary, are 
tho proofs, and tuey comprise a package 
big and fat, musty and worn, label led 
“ Witchcraft 'I rials.’’ Tho tribunal before 
which the cases were tried was tho only 
court of Oyer and Terminer ever organized 
in this (State, and Hie following is a tine 
copy of the indictment Bridgeport of one of 
Ute cases: 
“At a special court of Oyer and Termi­ 
ni r. held ut Fay re field creptr. in, 1692— 
Bresent, Robert Treat, Esq., Governour. 
William Joqes. Esq., Deputy Governour, 
John Allyn. Secretary. Mr. Andrew Beet, 
Capt. John Burr, Mr. William Bitkin, CaDt. 
Moses Mansfield, (comprising the Court.) 
“Tho grand jurors impanelled were Mr. 
Joseph Bayard, Samuel 
Ward, Edward 
Hayward. Fetter ferris, Jonas Waterbury. 
John Bowers, Samuel Sherman, Samuel 
Galion, Bueno'«r Booth. John Platt. Chris­ 
topher Comstock, William Reed: - who pre­ 
sented a bill of indictment against Mercy 
Disborough, in the words following, to wit: 
" ‘A bill exhibited against Mercy Disbor- 
ough, of Compo, in Fayrefleld, in the 
county of Fayretieid, in tho Colony of Con­ 
necticut. 
” ’Mercy Disborough, wife of Thomas Dis­ 
borough. of Compo, m F ayrefleld. thou art 
here indicted bv the name of Mercy Dis- 
borough, that not having the fear of God 
and man. and that by his instigation and 
help thou hast in a preternatural way 
alluded and don harm to the hoddves and 
estatesof sundry of their Majesties subjects. 
or to some of thorn, contrary to the peace of 
our sovereign Lord and Lad ie, the King and 
Queen, their crown© and dignitie, aud that 
on the 25th of April of their Majesties’ 
reigns, and at sundry other times, for which 
by tho laws of God and this colony, thou do- 
servest to dye. J ohn Allynk, Secretary. 
"Fayretieid. 16th, Septr., 1692.’” 
“The indictment having been read, the 
Erisoner pleaded ’Not guilty,’ and referred 
erself to tryal by God and her countrie. 
which commie was the jury after written. 
“Mr. John Wakeman, aged 32 years, ai d 
Samuel Squire made oath that they saw 
Mercy Disbofow put into the water and that 
she swam upon the water. This done in 
court, Septr. 15. 1692. 
“ ’Test, J ohv At,LYV, secretary.” 
“The testimony of Abtam Adams and 
Jonathan Squire also is, that wh n Mercy 
Disborow and Elizabeth Clawson were 
bound hand and foot and put into tho wat r. 
they warn like corcle: and one labored to 
press them into the water, and they buoyed 
up like corck. 
“Sworn in court, Seotr. 15, 1692. 
"Attest, J ohn A l l y n, secretary.” 
There were some 200 witnesses who gave 
testimony in theso two cases (Elizabeth 
Clawson having been also indicted and 
tried at tho same time as Mercy), and some 
of the testimony is of a verv vivid ami im­ 
aginative kind. a goodly lot of which 
could not bear the light of day. The Claw­ 
son woman escaped, and owing to legal 
errors a new trial was secured tor Mer* y, 
and she was again convicted, but never ex­ 
ecuted. Not so. however, with the Godfrey 
family, also residents of Fairfield. 
The/ 
were tried, convicted and hanged, accord­ 
ing to the papers; while another witch was 
burned, it is clanned, in Hartford. 
Thirty years prior to these remarkable 
casos. two women. iiamed»Ureensmilh aud 
Barnes, were executed at “Gallows Hill.’’ 
both charged with witchcraft. The Green- 
smith woman, imbued with the fanatic ti 
superstition so prevalent, made a confession 
under tne noose in which she admitted her 
acquaintance with his highness the devil, 
and gloried in her familiarity with hint. 
This proves, beyond any doubt, that tne 
f ood Iv little State of Connecticut was no 
reel- from the rancorous evil of witchcraft 
than her sister :**tate of Massachusetts. Her 
people, however, were more fortunate in 
keeping it a secret titan their ad oining 
neighbors, but there is no Ionizer any use of 
making a denial of what stands proven.

Five Territories that Want 
to Join the Union. 


Big Territorial Empires — How the 


Other States Were Admitted. 


The Origin of Stato Names and the Pecu­ 
liar Significance of Each. 


[New York Telegram.] 
Five Territories want to be States, 
They are Idaho. Arizona, Dakota, 'Wash­ 
ington and Montana. 
Idaho lias loo,OOO population and $65,- 
000,000 in wealth. 
Arizona has 120.000 population and $76.- 
000.000 in wealth. 
Dakota 
has 
600,000 population 
and 
$320,000,000 in wealth. 
Washington has 168,000 population and 
$250,000,000 in wealth. 
Montana has 140.000 population and 
$70,000,000 in wealth. 
Five new States means lo new senators, 
increased representation and an increased 
electoral vote. 
Now is the time for the Democratic party 
to come to tho front and secure the admis­ 
sion of new States. That political organiza­ 
tion is in the majority in Congress. 
Al­ 
though 39 of tho Senators out of 76 are 
Republicans, the House has a clear majority 
of 14 in a total of 325. If the dominant 
party fails to enlarge tho stars on our 
barnier, the Republicans in a future Con­ 
gress will do it and reap the benefit. 
in the question of the admission of new 
States into the Union, population and rep- 
fe sen tat .on are to ho considered, aswell as 
boundary, intel I gouce, prospects and char­ 
acter of the Territory, iii these respects all 
the five Territories fill the necessary condi­ 
tions. Montana has grown at tho rate of 
10.000 a year, and 100.000 over that of the 
census ot 1880. lier financial condition is 
sound and stable, with money in the treasury 
and fr*©dom from debt. 
She has every 
inducement to immigration, for her taxes 
are light 
Her mines of gold and silver and 
lead are even greater than her agricultural 
and pastoral resources. Washington Terri- 
toiy is rapidly increasing in population. 
Her gain in values is enormous, over $65.- 
000,000 duriug the psst IO years. She has 
nearly 1200 miles of railroads, and on them 
are carried the product* of eastern Asia, as 
well as her own commercial and agricul­ 
tural products, in which fish and lumber 
figure prominently. 
Idaho and Arizona 
present equal stages of prosperity. 
Dakota is a very large territory, capable 
of being divided into two States. At the 
next census she will have, according to the 
increase iu the past, more than a million 
and a quarter of inhabitants, in 1870 the 
population was 14.000, in 1880 it aggre­ 
gated 135,0 ii), in 1889 it has over 600,000. 
In lo years the increase was 885 per cept. 
With 4000 miles of railroad and a large 
population them can be no excuse for keep­ 
ing Dakota from a Blate or two States 
if necessary. Dakota’s wheat crop in 1 88; 
exceeds tho record of any Stato in the 
Union. It was one-seventh of tho entire 
c rop of tho United States in 1886, In 1886 
Hie wheat crop of New York was 11,093,000 
bushels, while Dakota was 30,704,000: yet 
in I860 Dakota raised only 945 bushels, 
and in 1887 02,558,499 bushels. In I860 
th - lire stock of Dakota was worth about 
940.000. In 1887 it was worth over $43,- 
000,000. 
Her cern crop was 20,000.000 
bushels; her barley, oats, rye. flax. grass, 
buckwheat Hnil vcget tides in proportion. 
This Territory has nearly 100,000,000, 
acres of tillable land, (.inly one half of it is 
occupied, and this would furnish farms of 
160 acres each to 300.000families, or 2,000, 
OOO of people. 
If divided 
into two 
States, 
South 
Dakota 
would 
have 
an 
area 
greater 
than 
any one 
of 
the 
.States, 
except 
Galifornia. 
Col­ 
orado. Kansas, Minnesota. Nevada, Oregon. 
or Texas. It would exceed the whole of 
New England, with New Jersey thrown in. 
It has a population ranging from 375,000 to 
400.000. Its wheat crop in 1887 was 60,- 
000.000 bushels; its corn crop 26.O0o.00t). 
Its mineral opulence figures up over 833,- 
000.000 of gold and silver from the Black 
Hills since 1*77. In addition to her soil 
and climate she has lignite coal, with 20- 
foot veins. 
But these Territories cannot become Stares 
witii equal privileges iii a Federal way 
wit'iout certain formalities. 
Under our 
system there are provisions to be observed 
before the boon of stately equality is be­ 
stowed. Tho third section of Hi© fourth 
article of the Constitution sa>s: “New 
(States may ho admitted by Congress into 
this Union.” In a subsequent section it 
“guarantees to every State rn this Union a 
republican form of 
government.” This 
gives Congress power to admit. 
Teem have been cases where tho move­ 
ment for the admission of a Territory did 
not originate in Congress, it is true, but 
these were exceptional ones, as in the case 
of California and Texas. In the esse of 
Arkansas General Jackson’s attorney gen­ 
eral decided that the Legislature could 
not act in the formation of 
a 
Stato 
government. 
in 
tho 
Michigan 
caso 
Mr. Buchanan held that such acts were 
usurpation. 
Kansas came in under the 
authority of 
Congress. 
Kentucky was 
admitted without a constitutional conven­ 
tion. Her constitution was not even sub­ 
mitted to her people. Tennessee in 1796 
formed a State without asking Congress, 
Indiana came in under an enabling act. 
Iowa Michigan. Florida and Oregon came 
in under constitutions whose only authority 
wore the conventions which were held 
under legislative acts. 
Nor has the custom of requiring a repre- 
sental ive ratio been adhered to always in 
the admission ot (States. Illinois had 380 
less, F lorida 6000 less. Oregon 43,000 less, 
Kansas about 20,OOO lore, and Nevada 
87,381 less than the ratio. The ratio in 
1864, when Nevada was admitted, was 
127.281. Nebraska had less than the ratio 
bv 27,000 and Colorado by less than 31.425. 
But with the admission of the five Terri­ 
tories mentioned as six States—Dakota be­ 
ing divided—the task of Congress is riot yet 
ended. Other Territories will soon bo 
clamoring for admission. 
Utah, Alaska 
and New Mexico will be ready for ad m is­ 
sion us soon us certain clements aie either 
eliminated or reduced in power. Oklahoma 
is big enough for a Territory, and if raised 
to that dignity would soon be an applicant 
for adm i-sion as a (state. It is proposed to 
make live States out of Texas. This would 
give tho Union a total of 52 sovereign 
States. 
F ew people have a complete idea of tho 
extent of the great Territories. Below is a 
table of the area of some of the States of 
the Union, which can readily be compared 
with the area of the applicants for admis­ 
sion :

Delaware contains 1950 s mare miles. 
Kentucky contains 40,000 square miles.

Vermont contains 9136 square miles. 
Virginia contains 40,125 square miles. 
Florid i contains 54,240square miles. 
Kansas contains 81.700 square miles. 
New Hampsh re contains 9905 square 
miles. 
Wisconsin contains 54,400 square miles. 
New York contains 47.620 square miles. 
North Carolina contains 48,580 square 
miles. 
South Carolina contains 30,170 squaro 
miles. 
A question that is agitating not alone 
C ongress, out also the residents of the Ter­ 
ritories tfiat are likely to become States, 
and in fact the public in general, is Hie 
christening of tho proposed States. Almost 
every 
one 
realizes 
the 
objections 
to 
New Hampshire, New 
York, New 
Jersey, 
North 
Carolina, 
South Caro­ 
lina and West Virginia. 
Then there axe 
suggestions of royalty whenever Maryland, 
Virginia and Georgia are named; Although 
many of the State names have the flavor of 
th * soil, a fitness to their place aud use, a 
diginity melody and character adapting 
for them familiar use. yet some of the others 
names tliat are meaningless. 
The use of “New,” "North,” "South” and 
"W est” is in every case had. NewJHamp- 
shire would have been far better as Choco- 
rua. Laconia or Merrimac, and it is no less 
titan a national misfortune that our Empire 
State was not ennobled by the splendid 
name Ontario. 
It was left for wiser neighbors in Canada 
to appropriate th s fine word, to which our 
title was of the best. The duplication of the 
same name New York, for both the State 
and her great city is especially Infelicitous, 
producing confusion whop it is not avoided 
by inconvenient circumlocution. All which 
is the more to be regrett d when so tine a 
name as Manhattan awaited appropriation 
to the island city, lf only we had the State 
of Ontario and the city of Manhattan! 
A capital error was committed when the 
Carolinas were distinguished as "N orth” 
and “South.” Roanoke would have peen a 
worthy name of a grand State, and both 
sentiment and convenience would have 
been greatly favored by its use. When 
Virginia was divided we did escape the in­ 
fliction of east, but west was saddled upon 
us. and tho opportunity to place the good 
name Kanawha upon our list passed unim­ 
proved. 
The best named States are those which 
are indigenous. These are all melodious. 
Nothing could be better than Alabama. 
Dakota, Idaho, Kentucky, Nebraska. Ohio 
and Oregon; and three names of native 


growth, though not of Indian origin, are 1 
felicitous and worthy of their place—Indi-I 
ana. Montana and Vermont. 
Ten of the original 13 names constitute j 
what may he called a European group. ! 
These furnish an agreeable variety, and 
most of them are worthy of the august use 
to which we have put them. Louisiana has 
a pleasant suggestion in her name of her 
history, and Georgia, Maine. 
Maryland, 
Carolina and Virginia as names have a his- j 
torte flavor which enhances their value. 
The origin of the names of the virions 
States is an interesting studv. Below is 
giveu the derivation of the names. 
Arkansas is of Indian origin, but has no 
known meaning. In 1881 the Legislature 
declared tho pronunciation to be Ar-kan- 
saw. 
Alabama takes its name from its princi­ 
pal river, and is supposed to mean, “Mere 
we rest,” which words aro the motto of the , 
State. The name was first, given to the 
river by the F rench In the form of “Aliba- 
mon,” from the name of a Muscogee tribe 
that lived upon the banka. 
California was the name first applied, be­ 
tween 1535 and 1539. to a portion of Lower 
California and was derived from an old ro­ 
mance. in which the name “California" was 
already before 1520 applied te a fabulous 
island, desert ped asneartho Indies, and also 
"very near the terrestrial paradise.’’ Colo­ 
nists whom Cortez brought to the newly, 
discovered peninsula in 1535, and who re­ 
turned the next year. may have been tho 
first to apply the name to the supposed 
island on which they had been for a time 
resident. 
, 
. 
, 
Colorado is the oast participle of tho 
Spanish Colorar, tocolor: so cal led probably 
from its ttnted peaks or from its vegetation, 
rich in many colored flowers. 
Connecticut takes its name from its prin­ 
cipal river, an Indian word meaning “long 
river.” 
Delaware takes its name from the river 
and bay named after Lord De la Ware, ono 
of the early governors of Virginia. 
Florida was the name given to a larger 
territory than the pro ent State by Ronco 
do Ireon, in 1572, from the Spanish name of 
Easter Sunday, Bascua Florida (flowery 
pasture), tilt' day upon which it was discov­ 
ered. 
Georgia was named as a colony in honor 
of George ll. 
Illinois derives its name from its princi­ 
pal river, which is named from the Indian 
trine of Blini, supposed to mean superior 
men. 
Indiana is so called from the word Indian, 
Iowa is named from its principal river, 
the meaning of tho word in tho Indian 
tongue being “the beautiful land.” 
Kansas is named alter the river, the word 
in the indian 
tongue meaning “smoky 
water.” 
Kentucky is derived from the Indian 
tongue, 
and 
means “dark and bloody 
ground.” alluding to the many battles of the 
ludian tribes. 
Louisiana wigs named after l ouis XIV. of 
France, in 1644, by its discoverer, I.a Salle. 
Maine was named after a district 
in 
France. 
Maryland was named after 
Henrietta 
Maria, wife of Charles I. 
Massachusetts is an indian chief's name. 
Michigan was named after the lake: tho 
word is Indian and means “great lake.” 
Minnesota was named from the the river. 
which in Indian means “sky-tinted water.” 
Mississippi in Indian moans “father of 
waters.” 
Missouri was named after the river and 
moaning in Indian "muddy water.” 
Nebraska is a name of Indian origin, and 
means “shallow water.’’ 
Nevada is a name of Spanish origin, and 
means “snow-covered. ’ 
New Hampshire was named after Hamp­ 
shire county in England. 
New Jersey was named after the island of 
Jersey. 
New York was named in honor of Hie 
Duke of York. 
North Carolina and South Carolina were 
named after (diaries (Carolus) ll. 
Ohio was named from tile river. Tho 
word In Indian means “beautiful river.” 
Oregon's name is of Spanish origin and 
means “wi}d thyme.” 
Pennsylvania was named 
by William 
Penn, and means “the woody country of 
Re.nn.” 
Rhode 
Island 
was 
named after the 
Rhoades family, one of whom. Zachary 
Rhoades, was commissioner for Providence 
in 1658. 
Tennessee 
in 
Indian 
means "spoon- 
shaped.” The Stato is named from the 
river. 
Texas was known to the Spanish mis­ 
sionaries iii 1524 as Mixtecapan and its in­ 
habitants as Mixtecas, and Texas is sup­ 
posed to bo a corruption of Mix toras 
\ erniout took its name from the French, 
and means ’ green mountains.” 
V irginia and West V irginia derive their 
names from F.li/abeth, the “ Virgin Queen.” 
Wisconsin was named after the principal 
river, which, in Indian, is said to moan 
“wild lushing river.”

"T his is the oppor­ 
tunity of a lifetim e, W hy should I decline 
it? ” His acceptance of th a t nom ination 
m ade bim. on G arfield’s death, president of 
the United States, and I have yet to hear a 
word against his conduct, 
personal or 
official, during all these trying years. Yet 
Republicans, like republics, are u n /rateful, 
and A rthur was dropped into a pit of forget­ 
fulness so deco, th a t in spite of subsequent 
tenderness, of extensions of courteous hospi­ 
tality. of wide-spread recognition, public 
and private, he never recovered from the 
shock, and died prem aturely, passing away 
as gently as the sum m er skies fade from 
sunset into night. 
The chief justice was a little m au. 
And. like all little men, he bore him self 
w ith a degree of pomposity w hich would 
havebeeu offensive, had he not been w .th 
all a most approachable, a m ost affable, a 
m ost courteous companion. Judge W aite 
was not im pressive in bearing nor in m an­ 
ner. w hile standing. He was very short, 
thick set, and wore his beard full, so th at 
he looked to a certain ex ten t top heavy. He 
quite understood, however, the dignity of 
his position, appreciated very keenly its 
opportunities, and m ade him self felt by his 
associates, and by all w ith whom he cam e 
in contact. The contrast between 
A r t h u r ’* S u p e r b P h y s i q u e 
and W aite’s deficiency ot stature aiid com­ 
paratively insignificant presence, was em ­ 
phasized by the burly figure of Grover 
Cleveland, who stood on th e right of Mr. 
W aite, as A rthur stood upon his left. W ith­ 
out entering at ail into a diagnosis of Mr. 
Cleveland's m entality, it is not unfair to 
say th a t he appeared in the presence of th at 
enorm ous aggregation as unm oved, as un- 
perplexed as though he were sitting in the 
back 
room of the Delavan House bar. 
sw apping stories w ith Bisseli, or cooking up 
schem es w ith Lam out. 
He was absolutely 
self-possessed. 
He was thoroughly posed. 
H e was as com pletely satisfied and con­ 
tented as it is possible to conceive. His ad­ 
dress was delivered w ith a ringing voice 
and a sonorous em phasis, m aking a first- 
rate im pression upon all who heard him. 
And now? 
W ell, here he is at the end of his tether, 
and he passes from the excitem ents of con- 
spicuosity to the hum drum of dom esticity, 
sharing w ith Hayes the proud distinction of 
obscurity, into which all chief m agistrates 
of this land m ust expect to go. and where 
they m ust expect to rem ain until they are 
dead. W hen they die, they will be given 
obituary notices, lengthy and diffuse, and 
in the course of tim e may pass into th e gal­ 
lery of canonizations. W hatever else may 
be said of Grover Cleveland, it cannot be 
denied th at he has the courage of his con­ 
victions. We m ay not, and probably don’t, 
agree w ith m uch th a t he has said, m uch 
th a t he has done. But the innate honesty 
cf his desire, I th nk, will not be seriously 
questioned, aud surely the stubbornness 
w ith which he bas adhered to w hat he says 
is his creed, will be forever a corner-stone 
on which bis fame, such as it is, m ust rest. 
The stories printed in the papers as to his 
future residence, and so on, are alm ost en 
tirely baseless gossip. N othing has been 
determ ined by him . except th a t w ith his 
young bride he will come to New York, and 
either here or hereabouts reside. 
A great deal of flapdoodle boshiness is 
printed by young gentlem en in our various 
newspapers concerning the social status of 
th e Clevelands. 
W hile Mr. Cleveland is not fitted by 
natu re nor graced by culture to the point of 
social shining. I im agine he eau get along 
w ith the knowledge th a t he was governor 
of Hie State ot New York, was president of 
th e U nited States, and was so trusted by his 
party ar to he its candidate for a second 
term , even if Mrs. G rundy does suggest to 
Itam e Rum or th a t 
Mr. M cAllister—and 
who under heavens is. was or can be Mr 
M cAllister—is not entirely certain, in w hat 
he is pleased to r ail his head , as to the posi 
tion the Clevelands m ay be perm itted to 
hold in m etro olitan circles. 
As I never 
shared the very general adm iration of Mrs 
Cleveland's .beauty, aud never took any 
stock at all in w hat th e W ashington corre 
spondeuts say concerning her accomplish 
m en u , so on the other hand I decline to 
join hands with idiotic w riters and s h a k e rs 
hereabouts, who say th a t because Mrs 
Cleveland was unknow n prior to her m ar 
rlage to the President of th e United States, 
and because th e social surroundings to 
w hich she and her fam ily were accustom ed 
in all previous life were not n ticeable for 
cultu re and training, her admission to New 
Y ork* selectest is a t least a m atter for de­ 
bate. Horne of these days sharp pens will 
tall facts about New York society people. 
They are vapid, they are ignorant they are 
conceited, they are thick-hided, they are 
■elfish, they are sm all, they are uarrow- 
*aou*d. 
Many of them are freaks in physical de­ 
velopm ent. 
i f I W e r e a C ir l, 
and was built as some of th e occupants of 
the boxes in the M etropolitan Opera lieu >e 
on oi>era nights are. w ith bones prom i­ 
nent, with 
figures u tterly undet eloped 
w ith knuckly fingers, w ith 
conspicuous 
•ars. lacking rn every elem ent of physical 
attraction, so help me heaven, I would go 
into a convent, and spend my days on 
bended knees im ploring an early dor al ture 
to some land w here physical conditions 
were not a necessity. Aud; as the women 
are a ir w a r d and bony and angular and 
im pertinent and disregardful of th e com ­ 
fort of others, so som e of th e m en are the 


very people of all God’s creatures who 
should be labeled and stuck on the plat­ 
forms of our dim e m useum s. Their heads 
little, th eir eyes are weak, their m ustaches 
are more or less developed, their necks are 
narrow, their legs 
their expressions are 
vacant, they loil and lie and suck canes and 
giggle and sim per, and seek to convey the 
impression th at they are women in dis­ 
guise. Home of them strike you exactly as 
fem ale im personators do in the negro m in­ 
strel show. 
But worse than this. 
Worse than that ? 
Certainly, and very’ m uch worse. W hen 
you come into lh e parlor of a bank, into the 
private office of a great insurance company, 
into theoauctum of a m an in charge of a 
daily newspaper, into the inner recesses of 
potency an* influence, aud find grave men 
literally discussing the flap-doodleisms of 
social distinction and social etiquette, w hat 
are we to th ink?

T heir chari­ 
ties are alm ost boundless. T heir courtesies. 
their hum anities, their thoughtfulnesses

and in m any directions.

are good wom en there, honest, 
steady, well-behaved m atrons, w ith fam ­ 
ilies of whom they m ay well he proud. 
N ear them , however, are group after group, 
group after group of people, whose sole 
claim to prom inence is their w ealth, and 
whose sole attraction is their m onum ental 
effrontery, capped by a thickness of hide so 
extraordinary as to be alm ost

belief. It is an old story w ith us, but night 
after night men and women are hissed into 
silence by indignant lovers of music, and 
w hat do you think some of them have had 
the audacity to say in response to them ?

sem blance of decency. B ut a few weeks 
ago Theresa Vaughn, the beautiful and ac­ 
com plished wife of our old friend Billy Mes- 
tayer, was so annoyed by a pair of ill-bred 
hounds in a private box. she bem oon the 
stage. th a t w ith a burst of indignation 
she appealed to the audience, and insisted 
th a t unless those fellows were rem oved 
she would not go on.

innocence, 
and 
won lor 
herself a 
very greatly exaggerated, 
to 
he sure, hut none the less deserved word of 
praise and com m endation from every m an, 
woman and child who has been brought 
w ithin the circle of her intercourse. Grover 
Cleveland, having been president of the 
U nited States, m ight well afford to look this 
cad McAllister in the eve, and ask him 
whence he came. W ere he indeed the orig­ 
inator of his fam ily, he m ight stand, self­ 
poised. and dare the scrutiny of the sons 
of butchers, bakers and candle-stick m ak­ 
ers. with which society is packed. 
But he comes of a better strain than that. 
His father was a clergym an,and he knows 
for generations back that, although his 
fam ily were not distinguished, or m arked 
by polith a1 preferm ent, or m em orable in 
any s gnificant endeavor, they were a t all 
events honest American citizens, self-sup­ 
porting. self-respecting and esteem ed in the 
com m unity where they lived. A m an who 
h asbeen president of tho United States is 
the peer of any m an who walks God’s foot­ 
stool. an 11 for one look forw ard w ith great 
pleasure to see Mr. Cleveland and his bride 
walk with Bt .tely dignity along any high- 
B t/may have built, believing 
in my heart of hearts th a t th e very first 
toad es who will bend the pregnant hinge 
will be this set of dom inants, who will seek 
an added social lustre to w hat they are 
pleased to c a lli heir present polish bv the 
presence of an "ex-president of the U nited 
S tates” w ithin their homes.

M onday.—Im m ediately 
on assembling, 
the Senate, on motion of Senator Sherm an, 
w ent into executive session and passed a 
bill appropriating $250,000 to enable the 
President to protect the interest* ol the 
United .States and to provide for the secur­ 
ity of the persons and property of citizens of 
the United States at Hic Isthm us of Panam a 
in such m anner as he m ay deem expedient. 
The troubles th a t are feared ase s u c h as are 
incident to the discharge, in a body, of 
aborers whose m eansof gaining their liveli­ 
hood are tiiereby cu t * ft, and who. in the.r 
desperation and distress, m ay resort to vio- 
1 nee and bloodshed. It is unders ood th at 
it has been deem ed wise by the authorities 
of the U nited .States, G reat Britain and 
other nations having large num bers of their 
citizens em ployed on th e Panam a canal to 
arrange for bringing them hom e in case of 
wholesale discharge, and not to suffer them 
to rem ain on the isthm us in destitution and 
w ant. 
The chief purpose of the appropi latten is 
to fulfil the guarantee given by Congress ;u 
the act incorporating the Panam a railroad 
to protect it from injury. 
The present 
ground for fear tn a t a dem and may be 
m ade for its fulfilm ent is tho fact th at on 
the 16th work on the Panam a canal is to 
stop so th a t thousands of men will be sud­ 
denly turned loose on tho isthm us. All but 
16 shares of the capital st* ck of ti e Panam a 
railroad is held in France, m ost of it in 
Paris, yet, under the guarantee th e road 
m ust be defended bv ti e United States. 
A m otion was also carried to rem ove 1 he 
injunction of sceresy from the proceeding 
in connection w ith the consideration of the 
British extradition treaty, and the record of 
tile proceedings covering a petiod ot two or 
three years, will he furnished to the press 
as soon as the executive clerks can m ake up 
tim com plete statem ent. 
The doors were reopened at 8.15, and the 
presiding officer announced the I nion Pa­

Id .—Decades ago 
th e rivers Tham es, Shetucket and Q uine­ 
baug abounded w ith salmon, which grew to 
great proportions, m any having been caught 
weighing 70 pounds. B ut w ith tile advent 
of navigation upon the Tham es the large 
schools were driven 
from 
their usual 
haunts and have been seen no more. 
Z. R. Robbins, a hunter, a fisher and 
general supporter of gentlem anly sports, 
has been dallying, however, w ith salmon 
arid tho salm on sub eel upon the w aters 
thai course through the wilds of Maine and 
has returned to his home in this city fully 
determ ined to revive the salmon industry 
th at once furnished such titillating and 
fascinating sport for his Yankee ancestors. 
The scheme is plausible, if not original, 
and con-ists of staking out an extensive 
fishing ground in the wild and savage 
Quinebaug. 
Whets will be constructed in the She 
tucket at the Greenville dam , w hich will 
form the entrance to the fisheries. The She 
tucket tears down a circuit.>us route and 
three m iles above the city receives the 
Quinebaug. A shoot will be built at the 
Greenville end, so th a t the sa mon can 
get out into the Tham es and to sea. 
T lie Phetuck jt and Quinebaug vivers are 
free from navigat or!, and are unusual 
favorable to tile propagation of salmon 
Mr. lto bins says th at tho habits of the 
► alm on are such th at they always return to 
the river where they were hatched to w in­ 
ter and sr awn. .spending the sum m er feast­ 
ing and fattening at sea. 
As 
this 
tovi n harbors nearly a dozen 
salmon fishermen, t-e . era! of whom have 
wide sprea I reputation , and as the rest of 
the population angle more or less, the plan 
has been lavorabl 
received, and the work 
of laying out the fishery will ne begun at 
once, utter which eggs will be planted and 
the salm on will grow. 


C handler m oved to strike out of the

Twenty-four Dem ocrats vot­ 
ed w ith the Republicans in the affirm ative, 
the vote standing—yeas 131. nays 89. 
Mr. Crisp cited several instances of fraud­ 
ulent voting in various precincts by the 
friends of Smalls. He then referred to the 
onvietion of Sm alls for accepting a bribe 
while State auditor, and contended th a t 
th a t conviction had injured him w ith the 
colored people. 
Mr. Rowell of Illinois said th at the gen­ 
tlem an from Georgia (Crisp,) 
had spent 
m uch tim e in proving th a t Sm alls had been 
guilty of bribery while a m em ber of the 
S tate Legislature, a proposition which had 
no more bearing on the case than the ques­ 
tion of w hether tho moon was inhabited. It 
had been brought in. like the bulldozing 
question, for the purpose of justifying a 
vote to keep a m an out cf a seat to w hich he 
had been elected. No law yer understand­ 
ing the first principle of evidence would tor 
a m om ent contenu th at the question of 
Sm alls’ guilt or iunocence illustrated a 
single proposition bearing on tile right of 
either claim ant to a seat. He then turned 
his attention to the laws of South Carolina, 
declaring th at they bad been fram ed for 
th e express purpose oi disfranchising the 
Republican voters of th a t State. 
Under 
those laws there had been a system atic ef­ 
fort to deny to colored voters Hie right to 
register aud to change th eir registrat on 
certificates. The gentlem an from Georgia 
had spoken 
about the 
Intim idation 
of 
colored Dem ocrats by Republicans of the 
sam e race. The governor of South Giro- 
lina had recently announced 
the para­ 
mount political question in South Carolina 
to be tho m aintenance of Anglo-Saxon con­ 
trol. The param ount question was not th a t 
the ma ority should rule, or th a t every le­ 
gal voter m ight have his vote cast and 
counted, hut to m aintain aud preserve An­ 
glo-Saxon control 
T hat was one patent 
fact in response to the talk of intim idation. 
Pending furtlier debate the m atter went 
over until tomorrow. 
The speaker appointed Messrs. Caswell, 
Seuey and Oates as couferrees on the direct 
tax bill. Adjourned. 
C o K ip ltm e n fi n s t h e A m iu is t r a t lo n . 
T u e sd a y .—The 
Senate today resum ed 
consideration of the naval appropriation 
bill, the pending question being Mr. C hand­ 
ler's am endm ent to strike out the words 
requiring the new cruising m onitor to be 
constructed of the type am i under tile plans 
and specifications of Mr. Thom as of Illinois. 
Mr. C handler continued his argum ent in 
support of the am endm ent, expressing his 
coubts w hether Mr. Thom as had done any­ 
thing w hatever in the m aking of plans and 
specifications, or w hether Mr, Thomas had 
the skill and ability to do so. 
The am endm ent was modified so th at the 
nam e of Mr. Thomas was stricken out.

been only able to launch six or seven new 
ships: but ills successor would be able, duo 
ing the next four years, to launch 16 or 
20 or 25 or 30 of the finest arm ed and 
equipped ships.

Otherwise there w ere no 
substantial changes in the diplom atic bill. 
Senator M anderson introduced a bill pro­

any State or T erritorial Legislature, shalt 
be entitled and allowed to vote at any elec­ 
tion for representative or delegate in Con­ 
gress, w ithout distinction of sex, any con­ 
stitution, laws, customs, usage or regula­ 
tion of any S tate or T erritory to the con- 
trav notw ithstanding. 
Tile prodding officer at 12.55 announced 
th a t the tim e had arrived for the execution 
of the order of the Senate to repair to tho 
floor of tile House, and the senators th ere­ 
upon pioeeedod to the hall of the House. 
The Senate returned to their own cham ­ 
ber at 2.25, and passed the House bill to 
provide for the organization of Hie m ilitia 
of t he D istrict of Columbia.
